Father Tom Burke delivered last evening the 
fourth of his course of lectures on Irish history In 
reply to Mr. James Anthony Frouile, taking for his 
snbject "Grattan and tho Volunteerx” There waa 
a larger audience than at any of the previous lec­ 
tures, contrary to an expectation in some quarters 
that tho Interest in the subject was exhausted. It 
Is scarcely necessary to add that tho reverend 
lecturer was frequently hailed with tremendous 
applause. 
Father Burke began by adverting to Mr. Proude’s 
reply to the remarks made in regard to his ac­ 
curacy as a historian, aud saying that nothing 
was farther from his (Burke’s) wishes than to 
wound the sensibilities of an honorable man and 
that he hoped nothing be had said had done so. 
Coming nt once to his subject, ho continued by 
alluding to the treatm ent Ireland had received 
from Queene Anne, whom one would have snp- 
posod would nave cherished some kindly feeUng 
for the people who bad so freely shed tholr blood 
for her fothcr. 
No sooner had she come to tbe 
throne than a cry was made by tho Protestants for 
yet more 
OaiTBL BHrRE.SSIVB MBASUBBS 
against the Catholics. It was, therefore, enacted 
that no CathoUo could Inherit land; that a child, 
even an infant, who conformed to the Protestant 
creed was removed from the control of Its Catholic 
father, whUe many other equally unjust provisions 
were passed-am ong the rest one that no CathoUo 
could live within a walled towm in 1711, and np 
to the last year of Queen Anne’s reign, still other 
laws of the same oharactcr were passed, and the 
Catholic clergy ana laity were hunted down as U 
vhey were wild bulls. Mr. Proude excused this 
tyranny by saying that this legislation was only 
reUllatlon for the persecution of the Huguenots in 
Prance. He referred especially to tho revocation 
Of tbe 
BPICT OF NANTBS. 
Bnt there was this diffbrenoe between the Irish 
OatboHos and the Hngenots—the former wero pro­ 
tected In their liberty by a treaty, which they bad 
oonqaered by tbelr own right arms—the Treaty of 
Umerlok-whUe the latter enjoyed no such guaran­ 
tee. Another excuse given by Mr. Fronde was 
that the Irish were fovorable to the canse of tbe 
Pretender. To this he gave an emphatic denUL 
The Irish people were utterly tired of the shame­ 
less and nngratefnl race of the Stnarts, knowing 
well that no m atter whether England were gov- 
eraed by

Their sm ooth and 
winning priests wUI all be here n ex t sum mer, if 
they don*t oome In their sacred cloth they will 
come in tourists’ Jackets or ride as couriers In 
second class cars. 
Of course you cannot drive 
tliem out. But we had to do two things—to break 
tbelr organized, dlacipUued power and to mako an 
appeal to 
the 
m oral and reUgious sentim ent 
of the Protestant world. 
For you m ust always 
remember, my American friend, th at we have an 
empire to build, to cem ent and harden, aa It were. 
Wo oaunot do this In a day any more than you oan 
build a m ountain In a day.

“The sam e old result. Germany is flgbtlng her 
way to an empire, suironnded with cruel difficul­ 
ties. Yon do not comprehend tliem. We are going 
through an agony as great as tbe agony of war. 
We know very well that the public opinion of 
Europe Is against us. In Enrope public opinion 
has been controlled hy three nations. 
First came 
the Greeks, then the Italians, now the FVench.

“An alliance between France and England ?”

Eastern qiicstloii—an agreem ent th at can never be 
friendly to England's plans, and espeolallv her do- 
slgDS upon Egypt.

In the United SUtcs District Court yesterday 
John W. Cosgrove was brought before Judge Blatcb- 
ford on a writ of babeas corpus to obtain his dis­ 
charge from the army on tho ground that he was 
but seventeen years of age when he enliated. 
The 
Judge ordered b ln to be discharged. 
In the United States Circuit Court yesterday the 
Grand Jury brought In indictments against the fol­ 
lowing persons :-A lfred H. Phillips, for embezzling 
letters from the Post Offlco; Abraham Sollg.for 
making false retam a in the mannfacture of cigars; 
George Parsons, for shipping fireworks illegally; 
Joseph B. Purdy, for the same offence. The Grand 
Jury were discharged for the term. 
Yesterday Edward Dyoer, who Is charged before 
Onmmissloncr Sblelds with having passed a $100 
counterfeit bill In a house up town, and who has 
been out on ball of $1,000, was snrrendered by his 
sureties, the latter dreading that Dycer would run 
away. 
Yesterday Commissioner Betts had before him 
the case of Nathaniel O. Hayes, who has been In­ 
dicted In Connectlcnt tor stealing a quantity of 
postage stamps from the Post Office of WalUngford. 
The defendant was arrested in this city ou a requi­ 
sition fVom the authorities of Conuecticut fur hla re­ 
moval to that State, there to answer the accnsa- 
tlon that has been brought against him. Ob the 
argnment defendant’s oonnsel raised the point that 
postage stamps were not property; bnt this point 
was ruled against by Judge Blatohford. The cem- 
missloner has held the defendant for removal to 
Connecticut. 
In the United states Circuit Court yesterday 
Judge Woodruff- heard- an argument, on a writ of 
error, to determine whether H. 0. Whitley, Ohlef 
of the Secret bervlce Department, or a man named 
Emnond is entitled, as informer, to a share of one- 
fourth of $4,000, the latter snm being the value of a 
qnantlty of diamonds smuggled Into tbls port more 
than a year ago from England by one A. 0. Rad- 
cliffe. The Judge, having beard the arguments, 
took the papers and reserved his decision. 
The car hook tragedy kas again been revived In 
the pubUc memory. It now presents Itself in a new 
shape and one in no way affecting the Interest or 
fate of Poster, who still lingers in bis prison cell 
awaiting a new irlaL The widow of Avery D. Pnt­ 
nam, whom Foster la charged with killing, has 
bronght a suit before Judge Curtis, of the Superior 
Court, against the Seventh Avenue Railroad Com­ 
pany for $8,000 damages for the killing of her hus­ 
band. This suit came to trial yesterday, and after 
the testimony had been submitted on Mrs. Put­ 
nam’s behalf a motion was made by the counsel of 
the railroad to dismiss the complaint. This motion 
was argued at length and the Judge will render his 
decision this morning. 
At length the long drawn out Rose McCabe case 
has about reached its finality. 
Judge Sedgwick, 
of the Superior Court, having at the various pro­ 
tracted sessions heretofore partially listened to 
the protracted evidence offered on both sides 
touching the question of her sanity, sat several 
hours yesterday, with the same characteristic 
patience, listening to the long drawn out argu­ 
menta of the opposiug conusel. 
All thatrcmaiuB 
now is for the Judge to give his decision in the 
matter, which probably will be within a few days. 
There le quite an Intereetlng Utlgatlon In pro- 
g reu before Judge Sedgwick, of the Superior Court, 
touching the disposal of money obUlned upon a 
judgment against the city.

and also had many attacks of delirium tremens, 
which left him In a state of habitual mental over 
excitation unlli his death. The doctor gave It as 
hla opinion that the priaouer could not be held 
re^ n sib lc for his acts. 
Tlio next deposition was that of Francisca Gnyot, 
seventy-nine years old, the mother of tho prisoner, 
residing in .Saarburg. Her son was bom In Cre- 
zllics, France, ou tho 2d of December, 1883; on tho 
2d of December, 1803, he married 
Leonce Pierre; 
he worked as an engineer ou the constractlon of 
the Saar Canal; In I866 he went to Saarburg with 
her and entered into the wine Imsiuesa; they did 
not live happily together, ibe wife behaving very 
wrongly, having Intercourse with other men; the 
accused was overwhelmed wilb the deepest grid 
In ronseqnence her conduct; ho came to the point 
of tm-nluglusanc altogether, having lost hla mind, 
and his good senses greatly impaired; In 1809 her 
tters, was sentenced 
a heavy flue, which 
to go to America, 
whloL he did on his wife's account. 
A letter was also read from RemosaL addressed 
to the General Consnl of France In New York. In 
which It was stated that the Mayor of C'rczliles 
said Andrle lived there till he was twenty years 
old; that (he had a violent temper, was very weak- 
minded and his manner showed him to be la a per­ 
manent state of Insanity.

in Mott street Mr. I,aguean, a Frenchman from 
Paris, who came on the same vessel with Andrle 
and his wite, visited her regularly; they acted like 
husband and wife; they afterwards were at the 
witness’Bouse and slept together; the witness told 
her tliat It was a shame to act like that, and the 
neighbors talked about it; Mrs. Andrle said, “Oh, 
neverm ind my husband; he don’t beUeve any­ 
thing like that;" Andrle used to stay home a week 
or two; Andrle and his wife went to Luton Ulll. N. 
J., to live, and Lagncau lived with them ; Andrle 
thought a good deal ofLagneau; last Christmas 
they got Into a dispute about cards, when Andrle 
said to Lagnean, who was boaniing with them at 
that time, that he would not permit him (Lagnean) 
to sleep in tbe house that night; Mrs. Audrie and 
Lagneau took a walk in the street until four 
o’clock 
In the morning; Lagneau and Mrs. 
Andrle made

bargain to run away

The seventeenth annlversay of tho Now York 
State Woman’s Hospital was held yeaterday after­ 
noon in one of the wards of the institution, ou the 
comer of Fourtb avenue uud Forty-ninth street.

during which time 740 cases have been treated in

hospital, of which 637 Have been cured, 
seventy-threo

thirty died.

In the absence of the President, the chair waa 
taken yesterday afternoon by ’Ylce President A. R. 
Wotmore, who, after congratulating those present 
at thoii' appearance at another anniversary, called 
upon Dr. Norton to offer up prayer. The report ol 
the Board of Governers waa then read by Secretary 
W. W. Hoppln, Jr. A atirring appeal was made fog 
money, caUtug upou people to leave their mouey to 
fonndaw ard or pay tho expenses of another bed 
in the hospital, rather than bestow it for the out­ 
ward show of erecting some ehnrch window. 
The report of the Board of Lady Supervisors, 
prepared by Mrs. Jonathan Edwards, was read by 
General Davis. Tliis report showed that the boa- 
pital now contained sixty-eight beds. Tbe wards 
are full nearly tbe whole year round. After mature 
-eonslderatlon the Hoard appointed another resi­ 
dent surgeon, as thejrtound that one was not suffl- 
demffRO;

un the whole, however, 
the expenses were light daring the past year, 
and the members of the Century will not be called 
on for more tban $40 this season. Great credit is 
due to the exertions of Miss Sima, who gave $l,606 
to the funds as the proceeds of two concerts. A 
graceful tribute was passed to tbe memory of Mrs. 
W. 0. Astor and Mrs. George N. MlUer, members of 
tho Board of Lady Supervisors, and who died slnco 
tho last anniversary.

The 
corrcf.pomlcnt performB a kind of AHmodeuuB 
dul y, and look» into many roofs and I ells what 
the people are doing- PrusoiauB, Germans 
opposed to Prussians, Bonapartwts, friends of 
Henry V. and Divine llight, Josiiite and Ooio- 
muuista, and, in fact, boxoH the poHUcnl coin- 
pass of the Oontiuont, and gives us hi.B obflcr- 
valions from every qoert<*r. 'iTio lellcr de­ 
rivos additional inlorest at this ti/no from Uio 
events now traiibpiriug in I'rauco, the occur­ 
rence of which arc foreshodov Yd by our far- 
seeing correspondent. 
I'rom the tragical to the burleaqne in politics 
is a short slep, and our first feeling on read­ 
ing this curious narrative and listening to tiiese 
many views, is as to the alwurdity of the sit­ 
uation. The poor Continent scorns distracted 
by the multitude of ooimBels, the promptings 
of ambition, the struggles for precedence, 
authority and power. Every politician has 
his own panacea. The Jesuit site in rapt ex­ 
pectation of a miracle, and sees great hope in 
the various appearances of the Holy Virgin, 
He feels that God Himself is at last taking an 
active part in the affairs of the nations, and that 
a regenerated and chastened people^ will take 
the pious kings like the Count de Chambord 
and Don Carlos in their arms and gently 
seat 
them on their thrones. From this 
dreamy oontomplatiou we pass to the Com­ 
munists, who inform us that they are not all 
dead, but live, enfin, at Geneva. 
So far 
from being dead, they mean to return in 
two years to Paris and France, and begin 
that new dispensation which is to make the 
world happy. 
Labor is to have its just 
reward; capital is to bo chained, oven as the 
Scriptures tell ns Deelzebnb will be chained 
in the good time, and the rights of man are to 
supersede all priestoratt and divine rights. 
Wo arc not informed as to how many bishops 
it will be necessary to kill and how many 
palaces to burn before this happy consumma­ 
tion; but in some way or another the good 
time is coming, and the poor, starving sans 
enloUes of the Commune patiently bide their 
time in their retirement under the Alp.s. Nor 
are we surprised to find that the friends of the 
iallcu Emperor have something to say; and we 
conles.s the avenncnts of the Bonapartist who 
gave his views to our correspondent are not 
without force. If Ihoro is no Bonapartist 
paxty, why is it that one half of the Parisian 
journals are either ojieuly or secretly aiding 
the exiiod family ? This is indeed a pertinent 
question, and we can well see how it may lie 
answered when we read the catalogue of 
trimnphs and bcucflcont achievements attri­ 
buted to the Bonaparte rule. If Napoloonism 
led to' Sedan, as we are informed, then 
we are also informed that Napoleonism could 
have retrieved Sedan, and that no party and 
no crown and no theories of divine rights or 
human rights can efface the impression made 
ujton the heart of France by the great man 
who founded the house of Bonaparte. Then 
again, if Napoleonism is destitute of power 
why has President Thiers taken such pains to 
exclude Plon Plon from the Bepnblic and 
send him to the Swiss frontier with an official 
escort? And why do we have to-day a con- 
fimiation in the news from Paris of our cor- 
respondeut’s prodiolious that a crisis might be 
expected at any moment in the nfCiirs of a 
repnblic which is accepted by many only as 
an interlude, and which depends for its con- 
tinuauce, in a great measure, upon the acci­ 
dent of M. Thiers? 
From the whirl of politics in France we 
pass to the situation in Germany. 
Our cor­ 
respondent gives ns both sides of a story 
which many of ns have all along snpposed to 
have had only one side. If any conntry is 
united it is certainly Germany. When the 
German Parliament voted to annex Alsace and 
Lorraine but one vote was in opposition; and 
yet few things have been done by Germany 
more open to criticism than this annexation. 
The world has been disposed to look upon the 
prodigious military power of Prussia as rep­ 
resenting Germany, and to feel that its only 
voice was in the pen of Prince Bismarck and 
the sword of Count Von Moltke. But we see 
from intelligent Qermon authority that behind 
Bismarck 
end Moltke—this transcendent 
pen and incomparable sword—there is a 
Germany 
which trusts and loves them 
noL This forms a curious study, and the 
developments made by our correspondent 
will have a deep interest to those who have 
felt that Prussia had succeeded in making the 
will of one people the voice and will of one 
man. 
We have an intelligent reason for the 
expulsion of the Jesuits. 
Those who saw in 
this extraordinary act of Prince Bismarck a 
more whim of policy, or a fear that some harm 
might come to the new Empire, or a belief 
that the Jesuits were in the pay of France, 
mistake the logical character of his statesman­ 
ship. The Kings of Prussia have long enter­ 
tained the idea of making the house of Hohen- 
zoUkp the head of a Church as well as the 
behoof a State. 
If we go bock to the time of 
Luther wc shall find that the Reformation was 
welcometl by the North German Electors be­ 
cause it was a demonstration against the re­ 
ligious supremacy of France—a supremacy 
which Ministers 
like RicheUeu and Ma- 
sarin in time made political 
Fretlerick 
the Great was wont to envy the Czar 
bis 
supremacy over the Greek Church, 
the King of EugUnd his headship of the 
Episeopate, and the Sultan his sucoessorship 
of Mohammed. These Kings were not only po- 
litioal Kings within their own dominions, but 
religious Kings wherever their faith was pre­ 
served. And if France was not the aotnal 
head of the Roman Church, the King was 
always, as “eLdeetsonof the Church,” virtu­ 
ally its poUtiool head. Frederick the Great, 
free-thinker and pupU of VolUire, ae he con­ 
tinued through life, was never as strong as 
when the English Treasury paid him subsidies 
and the English people burned bonfires in hie 
honor os “The Protestant King.” 
Prince 


ha calls 
“ the hydro-heodad power" of 
Jesuitism. 
We fiOnfess (bat m on oot of policy Bismarck 
has mode a «icoeeoiul appeal to the Protestant 
world. 
Victoria, “ Defender of the Faith,” 
finds her title barren oompored with that of 
William, “Conqueror of the Jesuits." A udit 
ÍR Bomething- it íb really a great achievement 
to surround, as it were with a fine ether, this 
now Empire with the influcnoe of a religious 
and spiritual support 
But something more 
then soutiment is necessary to oonsoUdate an 
cnipiro, and there aro troubles in Oomiany 
wliioh cannot be attributed to the Jesuits, and 
certainly cannot bo removed by their expul­ 
sion. 
The Germans-«o grave, so patient, so 
true and so disciplinod in war - are running 
wild in mailers of finance. 
We hear of the 
maddest flnanoial scbomes. 
The payment of 
the French indemnity is to make everybody 
rich. 
In Berlin (hero is a real estate mania 
which BiirpassoB anything ever seen in Ohicago. 
Mon aro becoming suddenly rich by founding 
companies and selling the stocks to innocent 
and excited buyers, os in our days of petro­ 
leum and gold-mining excitements. 
Specu­ 
lating firms are founding banks all over the 
Empire, one firm in Frankfort Laving founded 
seventeen alone. 
These banks are now 
traversing the money markets with money 
to 
lend 
and 
borrow. 
The 
German 
who 
was comfortable and satisfied with 
his thrce^ and fpur 
per cent 
oamings, 
and overjoyed when the 
Americana pidd 
him six and seven, now despises his English 
and American securities and wants fifteen or 
twenty out of a now stock company for plant­ 
ing clover or transporting ico or manufactur­ 
ing beer. 
Tho simplest laws of finance have 
been so wantonly violated that, with all the 
advantages of the indemnity, Prussian credit 
does not compare with the credit of overbur­ 
dened and beaten France. 
No law and no 
military iliscipline can remedy this. As Thad- 
dous Stevens and his followers found in our 
war, when they invented a law forbidding the 
advance in gold, there are some things which 
absolute power cannot do. 
The delicate and 
subtle laws of fiuance, which belong to tho 
highest branchoH of the science of political 
economy, cannot be curtailed by an edict 
from tho all-gracious Kaiser. 
These laws 
wore never understood in Prussia or Russia. 
They are understood to perroolion in Franca. 
And so, while Franco seems to rise steadily 
and ride securely over the highest seas of na­ 
tional misfortune that ever surged around a 
nation, Prussia is whirling upon a Niagara of 
financial disaster and ruiu, the result of which 
may be more itijnrions than the defeat of Sedan 
to France. 
Under these high-vaimting seas, which 
sweep over the surfaco of the political ocean of 
the Oontineut, divine right and Bonapartism in 
France, Prussia and iinti-l*russia in Germany, 
these plots and counterplots and evor-inoreos- 
ing peiqdexitics, tho close observer cannot foil to 
SCO the smooth and steadily sweeping currents 
towards republicanism. America has shown 
that a republic means strength; SwitzeiJand, 
that it means peace andsecmrity; France, that 
it means the confidence of the financial world. 
The Empire that will lend a Republic, or offer 
to lend it, from ten to tiflecn thousand millions 
of dollars is not the Empire of the Bourbons. 
The nations are learning tho lessons of this 
example. The mad, despairing frtazy of the 
Commune threw back republicanism—seemed 
to Lave destroyed it. 
But Franco, under M. 
Thiers, has redeemed all that was lost under 
Oluseretand Dolcscluse. 
If not prematuroly 
interrupted in the work by tho intrigues of the 
monarchists in the Assembly, be may succeed 
in implanting in tho miuds of Fronchmcu the 
same enthusiasm for a republic of their own 
creation as they have heretofore bad for an 
empire of their own selection-an Empire of 
the French, and not of France—and may 
hand down the government in peace to his suc­ 
cessor in the Presidency. 
The nationalities of 
the older world are slowly, silentiy, surely 
vindicating the wisdom of the great men who 
founded this federation of States and of the 
great men who preserved it, and the genera­ 
tion which has welcomed and achieved eman­ 
cipation on the Continent of America may see 
republican iuBtitutions in all their fnlneas and 
beauty on the Continent of Europe.

The continued snow blockades on the Pa­ 
cific railroads last Winter, and the oonsequent 
inconvenience and 
suffering to 
travelling 
humanity 
so graphically depicted 
subse­ 
quently, seem destined to be altogether shaded 
by the horrible suffering already reported dur­ 
ing the present season. 
We publish elsewhere 
to-day a despatch showing that on Tuesday 
week, owing to a want of foresight on the part 
of a party of constructors on the Winona and St. 
Peter Railroad 
in Minnesota, more than 
eight hundred employés have been overtaken 
by a November snow storm at least a hundred 
miles from any telegraph coiwtructing train 
and completely cut off from civilization. 
Why they should expect the recent splendid 
Autumn weather would outlast November is 
not stated, 
but 
certain 
it is that no 
moans were provided in case such a calamity 
as that which now threatens should oeour. 
The intelligence of their awful condition was 
by some means conveyed to Sleepy Eye, the 
nearest white settlement, and from there sent 
on to the General Superintendent at Winona. 
The Superintendent immediately started a 
train to their rriief, but. notwithstanding 
he 
had 
attached 
two 
locomotives 
to 
the cars, up to Saturday morning he had only 
been able to reach Ulms. 
Here two other lo- 
comotivea were attached to the train, provisions 
for thirty days and a hundred and fifty men 
and materials were taken aboard; but iuae- 
much as the snowdrifts of eight and ten feet in 
thickneeshad become frozen almost ae solid as 
ice on the Hudson in the depth of Winter, and 
that every foot of progress had to be achieved 
by the pickaxe and shovel, it will surprise no one 
to learn that the train up to Sunday evening had 
gone but twenty-five miles. 
The storm in the 
meanwhile continued to rage furiously, the 
intense cold oausing the snow to freese almost 
as soon as it eettied, and the hope of reaching 
the unfortunate constructors l>eooming propor­ 
tionately less. On Tuesday night the train had 
reached a point iorty miles west of the white 
Hettlement whence the news was first received. 
Here tho gallant relieving party also became 
blocked in. 
Eighty miles had yet to be traced 
beforu tho suffering laborers could be reached 
or auy sustenance forwarded. 
And, ae If to 
make the eitaation still more horrifying 
; aud the leaeon more impressive, the gate de- 


molishad Oie telegraph wkee Wv«i

thus oompletely outting off furtív.*» ooinmu- 
nioatioD with that plaee. 
The 0ODBiL”w>tee8 
had been working oouaidatably in advanoi» of 
tho government eurveyore, for into a wild aud 
compwatively nninhabitod tract of country, 
where, in fact, but a few squattere and Indians 
eke out an existence, and the horrible thought 
is suggested that, as no provisions are known 
to be aooessible to them, they may starve to 
death before food or aid can reach the place 
where they are bloduded. 
Thus the poor 
oroaWras remain out on the prairie, while all 
the ingenuity of thoir would-be rescuers foils 
in tho attempts at relief. 
Should the worst 
be realized, and the oalamity end as disas­ 
trously as the despatoh mtimates, a terrible 
responsibility will rest on those whose duty it 
was at this advanced season to make arrange­ 
ments rendering such a calamity simply im­ 
possible.

The Ghromok (a tepublioaa organ in Wash­ 
ington) compliments tho Hbkau> upon its po­ 
litical speouUtioiis and suggestions. It declares 
it to be the “pot project of the Hhbat.I) to set the 
President and his friends by (he ears; “ that “it 
manifests a patroniring d u ^ itio n . and seems 
disposed to constitute itself a special organ to 
protect the President from his party friends,” 
and a d d s :- “It remains to be seen whether 
tho prospect of having the enterprising and 
indefotigable HbbaiíD as his champion Is a 
sufficient inducement for the President to turn 
hia back upon a republican Congress.” 
Now, with due respect to the views of our 
Washington contemporary, we confess our ina­ 
bility to discover why a republican Congress 
should turn agaiust General Grant because the 
independent press of the country determined 
to extend bim an earnest and disinterested 
support. 
What tho nest Congress has to fear 
is the overshadowing influence of strictly 
partisan papers. 
The Washington Chronide, 
backed by ex-Senator Harlan and other emi­ 
nent politicians, who demand as their inalién- 
ablo prerogative the right to be (he dispensers 
of tho patronage ot a government they claim 
to have elected, is naturally anxious to retain 
that political hold upon the President which 
will insure a continuance of the power and 
influence of its party friends. 
Now, we hold 
that tho time h.aa gone by for strict party rule, 
and the result of tho recent election, the gen­ 
eral breaking down (rf all old party lines, and 
the splendid success of General Grant by the 
votos of the people independent of politioal 
divisions, prove that we are right 
Neither 
Congress nor the Prcs»dent need apprehend 
danger from the 
support 
of 
tho indo- 
l>endent press of the conntry; on the con­ 
trary, tho now Congress, coming in with the 
new administration of General Grant, will be 
free from tho embarransment that weighed so 
heavily against certain party measures in the 
last Congress, and will he i» a condition to 
court rather than repel advances on the part 
of untrammelled journals. Besides, there are 
other reasons why the President should not be 
obliged to “turn his back upon a republioan 
Congress” nor a republican Congress upon the 
President, no matter what party manipulators 
may say. 
We are promised on-the part of the 
Lite opposition a generous support of all good 
measures, and if Congress wiU work harmo­ 
niously with the President in favor of South­ 
ern reconciliation, civil servioe reform and a 
firm, American policy in onr foreign relations, 
there is a prospect of a sort of political mil, 
lennium. 
Already a long list of leading and 
influential journals have adopted the principle 
upon which the Hbbald was established and 
bulk up into the leading newspaper of the 
world, and have announced their indepen­ 
dence.

France is in the 
midst of a genuine crisis, and the fact that 
anything seems possible at suoh a time will 
aooount for the anxiety this canard created 
among those who hope for the preservation of 
the Bopublio in France and the progress of 
ropublioanism in Europe. 
In onr cable de­ 
spatches WiU be found the old material out of 
which the new and baseless seusatioii was 
manufactured. 
Of great oonsequenoe in this oonnectiora wiU 
be found the various phms put forward in 
earnestness to place (he Republic on a firm 
foundation. 
It is reoognized on every band 
tiiat the present position cannot last 
The 
Bonapartiste, Orleanists and Bourbons de­ 
rive their 
hopes 
of suceess 
from this 
palpable instability, and nothing but the 
gnlf of revolution into which aU might be 
tumbled restrains each from laying hands on 
the government in a struggle for the mastery. 
This is the trump card whioh M. Thiers lays 
down each time be threatens to resign. 
The 
Left Centre is the party In the National As­ 
sembly from whioh he receives tho most 
useful support, as it is the party of conserva­ 
tive republicans. 
Although he receives the 
vote of the Extreme Left, or radicals, on aU 
questions tonohing the fundamental form of the 
government, and can generally count on tho 
vote of the Right Centre or more advanced of 
the monarchists, the majorities he has gained 
have been all founded on the spirit of com­ 
promise, whioh means a timid acquiescence by 
numbers in what they have the dewire but not 
the courage to oppose.

The most important fea­

the proposals to prolong the term of M. Thiers 
for four years and to nominate a Vice Presi­ 
dent. 
The intention in this is firstly to let

The creation of a second 
Chamber, probably on a plan somewhat simi­ 
lar to the United States Senate, is their next 
proposition, and one on which conservatism 
in all well-regulated governments relies for 
preventing rash and hasty legislation.

mode of election to this Upper Chamber we 
are 
not informeoL 
The foregoing prop­ 
ositions are those on whioh 
they 
pro­ 
pose frustrating the plans of 
Napoleon- 
ists 
and Communists alike. 
They 
pro­ 
vide for an easy 
and gradual transition 
to settled government The two parties which 
lie at the extremes would hope everything in 
a period of sudden change. 
The next {Hropo- 
sition, which is meant to meet the vehemence 
of the radicals, 
provides 
for a 
partial 
or oompleto renewal 
of 
the Assembly; 
and, lastly, a pledge is throw out of minis­ 
terial responsibility to the people at large. 
The monarchists are already disheartened in 
their cause. 
In contrast with this we ob­ 
serve that the extreme Left endorse the 
declaration of Gambetta, who says that the 
dissolution of the Assembly is the sole remedy 
for the present difficulties. 
The radicals, 
emboldened by the xepnblican snccesses at the 
late eleotions, believe that a new Assembly 
wonld be still more strongly repnblioan, and 
the indications are that they are right. 
The 
respectable old gentlemen of the Right, whose 
heads are in the past quarter of a century or 
a oentury ago, will find less and less place in 
the representative oooncils of a great live 
nation as France is to-day. 
But the virtue of 
caution should not be disre^rded, and where 
the success oi the republioan idea is assured 
the radicals wonld do weU not to push matters 
too swiftly at the beck of their able, but hot­ 
headed leader, Gambetta. 
Meanwhile, we learn that the jory bill has 
been passed by an immense majority, which is 
very 8atisfi»ctoJ7 . 
The motion to restore the 
conflsosted estates to the Orleans fomUy 
will bring out the stnngth of the royalists 
and perhaps air their pretensions a little. 
It looks 
as 
though 
they 
feared that 
even this boon was as much os any “family” 
oould expect from a State so rapidly settling 
into republicanism. 
Let France persevere in 
her course oí guarded republicanism, avoiding 
the violent changes which give the elements of 
evil a chance, and she may soon in safety look 
back over the days from the fall of the Bastile 
to the fall of Sedan as the checkered time in 
which full liberty and government by the 
people were nursed rarely in friendly arms, 
but which reached perfected growth in si>ite 
of all.

’The news from Spain relative to the pro­ 
posed new mortgage bank and the introduc­ 
tion of the slavery question in the Cortes, 
which we published on Wednesday, together 
with the rccont news from Cuba and the late 
proclamation of General Ceballos, show that 
the Spanish government is in an embar­ 
rassing situation both at home and vtith 
regard to Cuba, and that the Cuban question 
is culminating. These occurrences indicate, 
in fact, that a solution of the prolonged 
troubles in Cuba and the future destiny of 
that gem of the Antilles must soon be 
reached. And, if we mistake not, that is the 
impression of the President of the United 
States and that some action will be taken by 
ttie government of this Bepublic to bring 
about such a solution. 
The great cost of the war in Cuba to Spain 
has, no doubt, had much to do with the 
llnancial embarrassments o# the Spanish gov­ 
ernment, which have led to the proposition of a 
sew mortgage bank for the relief of the 
Treasury. The details of this measure, as 
well as the motive for it, without, how­ 
ever, mentioning Cuba, which we regard as 
fhe principal cause of the action of the 
D anish Oovemmeni, were laid before our 
readers in Wednesday’s Hsh&u>. It is only 
necessary to mention here that the measure is 
an extraordinary one, and has some feature» 
tiiat 
surprise financiers. 
No national 
Iwnk, we believe, ever had such extensive 
fx>wers as those proposed to be conferred on 
this B(tnco HipoUcario de Espam, or Banco 
OredUo Terr'UoriaL Power is to be given over 
the territorial property, revenues, and cor­ 
porate institutions of Spain, and to put all the 
material and financial interests of the king­ 
dom under that institntion. As far as the capital 
goes the establishment is to commence upon a 
moderate basis, but the principle involved is 
capable of an expansion that must place all 
the property and commercial interests of the 
country under the control of the bank and 
the government. It is intended, no donbt, to 
be a political machine, as well as to afford im­ 
mediate relief to the Spanish Treasury. 
However plausible this scheme muy appear, 
or 
whatever 
temporary 
relief 
it 
may 
afford the 
Spanish 
Treasury, it cannot 
relieve 
Spain 
of 
the 
burden 
of 
the 
trenbles in Cuba. 
The Bank of Havana 
and the colonial government of Cuba are 
being plunged into the peateet difficnlties 
more and more as the civil war in the island 
oontinnes. The lato proclamation of General 
Ceballos shows the apprehension he has from 
•‘the determined enemies of Spain” —that is, 
from the Caban patriots—of the destruction of 
the material resources of the island, of these 
very resources which have enabled the Span­ 
iards to continue the war against the Cubans. 
The Cubans, knowing that Spain has depended 
upon the productions of the island, and prin- 
oipally upon the sugar production, have 
resolved to carry out moro fully their pro­ 
gramme of destroying the plantations. 
Ac­ 
cording to our latest news from Cuba this 
planofmilitary strategy is being carried ont 
by the patriots. 
'Though they may bo lew in 
numbers, comparatively, and lackiug resources 
to meet the Spaniards in pitched battles, the 
Cabans may strike an eflective blow at Spanish 
power in this way. To still more deplete the 
embarrassed Spaninh and colonial treasuries 
by cutting off their resources in such a manner 
appears to be the object and hope of the 
patriots. 
Looking at all the circumstances 
we have referred to there is reason to believe 
this Cuban policy may prove disastrous to the 
Spaniards. 
IBit thaw is another and an Imoortant ques­ 


tion whiiEi eau n m u tne whole matter of tho 
■mgglo in Onhn wd lbs flnanoial embarrass- 
mswliof Spain. That Is the attitude of the 
United States and the oiviliaed world gen­ 
erally with regard to slavery and the produc­ 
tion of slave labor. 
Spain is nnwiUing or 
afimid to abolish slavery in Cuba, because 
that might maka the ialand unprofitable and 
give encouragament to the rovolutiou. Tho 
people and government of the United States 
have abolished slavery and elevated the negro 
to the rights of citizens, and are bound to use 
every moans possible te carry out the same 
polioy in this hemisphere. 
Spain will not 
listen to any representations or pleadings of 
our govemmeuL 
What, then, should be 
done? Evidently the policy is to lay an 
embargo upon the slave prodaotions of Oaba, 
and espeoiaUy upon sugar, the most impor­ 
tant production of the island. Nearly seventy 
per cent of the slave sugar productien of 
Cuba, to say nothing of tobacco and other 
productions, come to the United States; 
conseqoently we are indireotly the sup­ 
porters of slavery. 
A very high duty 
or a prohibition 
of 
sbve-grown 
sugar 
in our markets would destroy the re­ 
sources 
t^ain and do much to secure the 
indopendenoe of Cuba. Will our republican 
administration and Congress, whioh have made 
the negro free and given him equal rights here, 
hesitate to strike this blow at slavery in Cuba ? 
There would be no cause of war in that; nor 
would there be in recognizing the Cabans as 
belligerents. A great principle is involved 
both with regard to slavery and the right of an 
American people to sdff-govemment This 
we regard as the most important foreign qmee- 
tion whioh General Grant and our republican 
Oongress will have to deal with, and the Ameri­ 
can people will not be satisfied unless it be dis­ 
posed of in accordance with justice, humanity 
and public sentiment. Slavery in Cuba must 
be destroyed, as 
elsewhere in the world, 
and the principle ol republican self-govern- 
mont ought toba sustained in this hemisphere. 
In this matter the administration and Congress 
will be held responsible.

pafB of the Continent, and gives u» his obser- 
vations from every quarter. The letter de- 
rives additional interest at this time from the 
events now transpiring in France, the occur-

From the tragical to the burlesque in politics 


is a short step, and oar first feeling on read- 
ing this curious narrative and listening to these 
many views, is as to the absurdity of the sit- 
uation. The poor Continent seems distracted 
by the multitude of counsels, the promptings 
of ambition, the struggles for precedence, 
authority and power. Every politician has 
his own panacea. The -Jesuit sits in rapt ex- 
pectation of a miracle, and sees great hope in 


'tho hydra^heidcd power" of 


the various appearances of the Holy Virgin. ; 
He feels that God Himself is at last taking an 
active part in the afiairs of the nations, and that 
a regenerated and chastened people will take 
the pious kings like the Count de Chambord 
and Don Carlos in their arms and gently 
seat them on their thrones. From this 
dreamy contemplation we pass to the Com- 
munists, who inform us that they are not all 
dead, but live, enftn, at Geneva. 
So far 


from being dead, they mean to return in 
two years to Paris and France, and begin 
that new dispensation which is to make the 
world happy. 
Labor is to have its just 


reward; capital is to be chained, even as the 
Scriptures tell us Beelzebub will be chained 
in the good time, and the rights of man are to 
supersede all priestcraft and divine rights. 
We are not informed as to how many bishops 
it will be necessary to kill and how many 
palaces to burn before this happy consumma- 
tion; but in some way or another the good 
time is coming, and the poor, starving sores 
culottes of the Commune patiently bide their 
time in their retirement under the Alps. Nor 
are vre surprised to find that the friends of the 
fallen Emperor have something to say; and we 
confess the averments of the Bonapartist who 
gave his views to our correspondent are not 
without force. If there is no Boaapartist 
aarty, why is it that one half of the Parisian 
journals are either openly or secretly aiding 
the enled family 1 This is indeed a pertinent 
question, and we can well see how it may be 
answered when we read the catalogue of 
liumphs and beneficent achievements attri- 
anted to the Bonaparte rule.

No law and no 


military discipline can remedy this. As Thad- 
deus Stevens and his followers found in our 
war, 
when they invented a law forbidding the 


advance in gold, there are some things which 
absolute power cannot do. The delicate and 
subtle laws of finance, which belong to the 
highest branches of the science of political 
economy, cannot be curtailed by an edict 
from the all-gracious Kaiser. 
These laws 


were never understood in Prussia or Russia. 
They are nnderstood to perfection in France. 
And so, while France seems to rise steadily 
and ride securely over the highest seas of na- 
tional misfortune that ever surged around a 
nation, Prussia is whirling upon a Niagara of 
financial disaster and rain, the result of which 
may be more injurious than the defeat of Sedan 
to France. 


Under these high-vaunting seas, which 


sweep over the surface of the political ocean of 
the Continent, divine right andBonapartism in 
France, Prussia and anti-Prussia in Germany, 
these plots and counterplots atd ever-increas- 
ing perplexities, the close observer cannot fail to 
see the smooth and steadily sweeping currents 
towards republicanism. America has shown 
that a republic means strength; Switzerland, 
that it means peace and security; France, that 
it means the confidence of the financial world. 


to lend it, from ten to fifteen thousand millions 
of dollars is not the Empire of the JBonrbons. 
The nations are learning the lessons of this 
example. The mad, despairing frenzy of the 
Commune threw back republicanism—seemed 
to have destroyed it. But France, under M. 
Thiers, has redeemed all that was lost under 
Cluseretand Deleseluse. If not prematurely 
interrupted in the work by the intrigues of the 
monarchists in the Assembly, he may succeed 
in implanting in the minds of Frenchmen the 
same enthusiasm for a republic of their own 
creation as they have heretofore had for an 
empire of their own selection—an Empire of 
the French, and not of France—and may 
hand down the government in peace to his suc- 
cessor in the Presidency. The nationalities of 
the older world ere slowly, silently, surely 
vindicating the wisdom of the great men who 
founded this federation of States and of the 
great men who preserved it, and the genera- 
tion which has welcomed and achieved eman-

^iall pay over all these fees to the Conntv Treas- 
urer after deducting his salary. 
Thus tnis act 
clearly mates it the duty of the Surrogate to Her- 
mann, all these duties, charge certain fees, deduct 
ate salary ana pay over the balance of his 'receipts 
to the Connty Treasurer. He cannot tern over 
»ny part of these duties to any one else to perform 
and charge lor them, and thus divert money from

•Connsel then referred to liie charge that the

He. the Judge, 
IB what is generally known as the Widows and 
Orphans' court, did not, according to his own tes- 
timony, rob this old woman for his own benefit, 
bnt /or that of Ira Dibble; -yet he, Judge 
Frindle, received the 
profits.

the Jndge secured the bonds of this old lady,

Counsel having reached the

STBEET CABS. 


experiment Yesterday on tbe Bleccfter 


Street -'.,'' Railroad.— Success 
of 
the 


Scheme. 
Yesterday tho committee of the Boara of Assist- 


ant Aldermen, at half-past one o'clock, embarked 
at the City Hall on a Bleeckcr street car for the up- 
town depot of the Bleecker "street Railroad. They 
arrived at the depot at about a quarter past two 
o'clock. In a low shed, adjoining the depot, stood 
a novel vehicle which deserves description. I 
may be said to be merely as ordinary street car 
with an apparatus attached which propels it by the 
force of steam. Both its exterior and its interior 
are very elegant. The ear is constructed to go in 
bnt one direction— that is, «o that the engineer 
will, always be- stationed at its front so as 
to see 
all obstacles In the path and to 


prevent any possibility of any accident to human 
life. Tha Bleecker street line is the only line in 
the city on which . the horses are not reversed 
when they arrive at the end of the route, there 
being a .circuit by which tne cars always are kept 
in the same relative position without any tarn 
table being brought into requisition. At the same 
time there is no railroad line in the city on which 
the test coma be of a more severe character. This 
route is most tortuous and winding. The curves 
are very sharp and the grades are steep. Yester- 
day the new vehicle was thoronehly tested. 
It 


dragged a heavy load of about fifty persons np the 
worst hills in the city of New York and proved the 
efficacy of the theory of stoppages by the means 
of brakes. 


The car started from the depot in Fourteenth 
street of the Bleecker Street Railroad Company 
at about half-past two yesterday afternoen. Be- 
fore commencing the journey the engine was 
tested in both the forward and backward move- 
ment, and very successfully. It then set out, and 
the • car contained about fifty persons at 'first; 
Everything proceeded correctly until tbe ear 
reached Howard street, when a slight collision oc- 
curred with a horse that was standing on the track 
attached to a truck ; but the Injury amounted to 
nothing, and was probaWy caused by the fact that 
the tract was wet and slippery, and that the sand- 
boxes, whose outlets were in front o" the wheels, 
were not in working order. 
The car then 
passed 
on. 
Al! along the route It 
was 


greeted by the cheers of the children just released 
irom school, the few men who had leisurS to stoo 
and look and all the women who were idly prome" 
cadlng the streets. The sight was cenainly a 
novelty— a car in motion witn no apparent loco- 
motive power. 


Fultoa ferry was reached fortv-three minn'-ps 


after the party leit the depot at Fourteenth street. 
The crowd that had gathered along the route was 
here concentrated and formed a dease mass of 
spectators, lining the sidewalks for the whole 
length of Fulton street. 


Whea the car reached the foot of the Fulton 
street grade the track was wet and slippery and 
the car almost stopped in its progress. Bnt the 
engineer applied the throttle valve contrivance, 
by which the force of twenty horse power was 
used, and the steep acclivity was surmounted. The 
rest of the journey was comparatively pleasant, 
and from Fulton Ferry the return was accom- 
plished in forty minntes. 


At the cepot of the EleecSer Street Kaflroad the 
party were suitably entertained.

-Tonned by Connty Judges and Surrogates. He also 
.referred to the constitutional provision which, pro- 
WMted Surrogates from receiving fees, and pointed 
to the statute providing for salaries for Surrogates 
• to take the place ol fees. This act flies the 
charges as fees, and directs that tae Surrogate 
^iall pay over all these fees to the Conntv Treas- 
urer after deducting his salary. 
Thus tnis act 
clearly mates it the duty of the Surrogate to Her- 
mann, all these duties, charge certain fees, deduct 
ate salary ana pay over the balance of his 'receipts 
to the Connty Treasurer. He cannot tern over 
»ny part of these duties to any one else to perform 
and charge lor them, and thus divert money from 
<ne County Treasury. 


PRIN~DI,E ACTTXG AS A3? AITOSKUTT. 
•Connsel then referred to liie charge that the 
Indue allowed himself to be employed as attorney 
in a case brought before him, taking it to the Su 
•rente Court charging for his services and taking 
*is pay out or the State counsel, ouoted the statute 
prohibiting a Surrogate from tons acting, anc 
awelt at some length oa the details ot the circum- 
stances. Counsel referred to the charge that tie 
Judge received pay for his service in the matter of 
fcondmg the town of Greene in beiialr of tbe 
Sreene BaBroad Company, and read portions o! 
•tte testimony in the case going to show that 
'Wisba Prindle, a consin of the Judge, was em- 
ployed as counsel at the Judge's recommendation; 
ttai when his bill was aboat to be paid the ones- 
Son was asEed if tbe Judge had no charge; that 
Btoha responded he did not know: that Be (Eiisja) 
•aid his own bill wonia be about five hundred dol-

The next charge, which was in effect that the 
Jndge, in violation of law, refused to answer calls 
made upon htm by the Supervisors to produce the 
Records of his office, was taken up by counsel, who 
reviewed the evidence taten on that point. He 
said the plea that the Judge refnsed to answer 
these calls and aid the Supervisors in examining 
tis accounts, through advice of his counsel, should 
Jftot avail him. Were he an honest man, and had 
»is accounts been honestly kept, why should he 
refuse to have them examined ? Counsel then re- 
lerred to tae charge that the Judge had allowed 
large and excessive fees to counsel and attorneys, 
and that executors were obliged to pay tbe same.

Afternoon Session. 


The Senate re-assembled at four o'cloct P. M., 


When Mr. Stanton, counsel for the prosecution, 
fesomed his argument, maintaining the charge 
that the Jndge had made no foil and truthful re- 
tom of the fees he received as required by law. 
He turned to the testimony of-Mrs. Rnssen, an old 
lady seventy-two years of age, who was induced 
Ijy the Judge to sell a number of government 
bonds to him without charging for the premium, 
•She testimony of this old lady, said counsel, shows 
£aA she was Imposed npon; and further, he con- 
tinned, the whole transaction wherein he settled a 
claim with Ira Dibble shows that the Jndge was also 
gusty of violation of the nsurvlaw. He. the Judge, 
IB what is generally known as the Widows and 
Orphans' court, did not, according to his own tes- 
timony, rob this old woman for his own benefit, 
bnt /or that of Ira Dibble; -yet he, Judge 
Frindle, received the 
profits. 
This 
Dibble 
-sired 
the Jcdge & certain sum of 
monev; 


the Jndge secured the bonds of this old lady, 
without paying the 
premium for Dibble, so 
that Dibble might pay him his indebtedness with 
the premium lee. 
Counsel having reached the 


twenty-fifth charge, and there being fiftv-fonr. he 
merely pointed out the pages on which"the testi- 
mony bearing on the succeeding ten charges couia 
lie round, and then reviewed the testimony con- 
ecrning the thirty-flfth charge, which was to the 
effect that the Judge had made charges for services 
which by law he had no right to do.

STBEET CABS. 


experiment Yesterday on tbe Bleccfter 


Street -'.,'' Railroad.— Success 
of 
the 


Scheme. 
Yesterday tho committee of the Boara of Assist- 


ant Aldermen, at half-past one o'clock, embarked 
at the City Hall on a Bleeckcr street car for the up- 
town depot of the Bleecker "street Railroad. They 
arrived at the depot at about a quarter past two 
o'clock. In a low shed, adjoining the depot, stood 
a novel vehicle which deserves description. I 
may be said to be merely as ordinary street car 
with an apparatus attached which propels it by the 
force of steam. Both its exterior and its interior 
are very elegant. The ear is constructed to go in 
bnt one direction— that is, «o that the engineer 
will, always be- stationed at its front so as 
to see 
all obstacles In the path and to 


prevent any possibility of any accident to human 
life. Tha Bleecker street line is the only line in 
the city on which . the horses are not reversed 
when they arrive at the end of the route, there 
being a .circuit by which tne cars always are kept 
in the same relative position without any tarn 
table being brought into requisition. At the same 
time there is no railroad line in the city on which 
the test coma be of a more severe character. This 
route is most tortuous and winding. The curves 
are very sharp and the grades are steep. Yester- 
day the new vehicle was thoronehly tested. 
It 


dragged a heavy load of about fifty persons np the 
worst hills in the city of New York and proved the 
efficacy of the theory of stoppages by the means 
of brakes. 


The car started from the depot in Fourteenth 
street of the Bleecker Street Railroad Company 
at about half-past two yesterday afternoen. Be- 
fore commencing the journey the engine was 
tested in both the forward and backward move- 
ment, and very successfully. It then set out, and 
the • car contained about fifty persons at 'first; 
Everything proceeded correctly until tbe ear 
reached Howard street, when a slight collision oc- 
curred with a horse that was standing on the track 
attached to a truck ; but the Injury amounted to 
nothing, and was probaWy caused by the fact that 
the tract was wet and slippery, and that the sand- 
boxes, whose outlets were in front o" the wheels, 
were not in working order. 
The car then 
passed 
on. 
Al! along the route It 
was 


greeted by the cheers of the children just released 
irom school, the few men who had leisurS to stoo 
and look and all the women who were idly prome" 
cadlng the streets. The sight was cenainly a 
novelty— a car in motion witn no apparent loco- 
motive power. 


Fultoa ferry was reached fortv-three minn'-ps 


after the party leit the depot at Fourteenth street. 
The crowd that had gathered along the route was 
here concentrated and formed a dease mass of 
spectators, lining the sidewalks for the whole 
length of Fulton street. 


Whea the car reached the foot of the Fulton 
street grade the track was wet and slippery and 
the car almost stopped in its progress. Bnt the 
engineer applied the throttle valve contrivance, 
by which the force of twenty horse power was 
used, and the steep acclivity was surmounted. The 
rest of the journey was comparatively pleasant, 
and from Fulton Ferry the return was accom- 
plished in forty minntes. 


At the cepot of the EleecSer Street Kaflroad the 
party were suitably entertained.

The foregoing statement shows that the average 
nnmber of casualties during the year 1871 was 
thirty-one per cent less than the average for the 
three preceding years; also that the average loss 
or property was nineteen per cent less, and the 
average loss or life four per cent less. At the same 
time it appears that during the year 1871 the num.- 
Der of steamers inspected was four per cent greater 
and the number of licenses issued to pilots and 
"Smeerswsseijiitjea percent grater than the 
average for the three preceding years. 


THE TOTAL LOSS OP HUMAN LIFB 
on steam vessels, from all causes, during the Tear 
1871 was 363, while the average loss or life during 
tne six preceding years was 843.. 
It was not to be expected tbat an act covering 
•n the points in relation to the proper equipment 
»nd management of steam vessels could have been 
made perfect at the beginning. It has been mv 
endeavor, therefore, to seek from all available 
quarters, both official and unofficial; snch practical 
Information with regard to the workings of the 
law in all its aspects as might enable me to mate 
nseful suggestions in this regard. The general re- 
«nlt of these inquiries I shall have the honor of 
pibmitting in a supplementary report. There are, 
however, tv?o points of importance to which I 
Seem it necessary to call your attention at this 
time:— 


First—The power of assistant inspectors should 
be extended, so tuat they may be qualified to per- 
form all the official acts now devolving npon local 
Inspectors. Second-—The present law contains no 
specific provisions for conducting investigations 
In regard to casualties. 


Power should be given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to convene investigating boards com- 
posed or such officers of

as It may appear proper to apooint to that dutv, 
•which boards should have plenary power to inquire 
Into all the circumstances attending casualties and 
toj suspend, or revoKe the licenses of steamboat 
officers derelict in the performance of their duties 
TJiese and other points which appear to require 
modiflcatipn of the present law, relate rather to the 
means of its administration than to any material 
Changes in the law itself. 


CASUALTIES. 
Since the last meeting of the Board of Supervis- 
ing Inspectors several serious casualties have oc- 
curred. On the Htn of Apm last the boilers of the 
eteamer Oceanns exploded at a point en the Mis- 
(dssippi River about twenty miles above Cairo IIL 
Tne boat subsequently burned to the water's ed^e 
and snnfc. Forty-one lives were lost. An investi- 
gation of the case was made by Mr. WilUam Rogers, 
ot New Orleans, Supervising Inspector of the Tenth 
aistnct, who has presented an able report, cover- 
Ing not only the circumstances attending the dis- 
aster, but pointing to causes of similar casualties 
which appear to be incident to steam navigation 
en the Western rivers. 
' " 


On the loth of August the steamer Bristol, of the 
Harragansett Steamship Company, collided with a 
brig in Newport harbor. The nature of the dam- 
age done to tiie steamer was not known until it 
was discovered that she was sinking. Fortunately 
she was run ashore in time to prevent any loss of 
lire. Snch a casualty to one of the largest and 
most costly steamers in the United States, by 
which the lives of 600 persons were jeopardized, 
fatten in connection with the fact that the Bristol 
Bad but a short time belore collided with another 
steamer, the latter having been suns, points to the 
necessity for greater care and efficiency in the 
management of such vessels. The local Board of 
Inspector?, at New London, will try the master and 
tlie pilot in charge of the wheel at tne time of the 
casualty, in order to ascertain whether their 
licenses shall, or shall not, be suspended or re- 
voked, on the 15th of August. 


THE STZAMEB BIESVTjLLE, 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, was burned 
at sea- JFoity-one lives are believed to have been 
tost. The salcty of lile and property on board of 
tuts ship were dependent on the efficicncT and 
reliability of one steam pump. I suggest the pro- 
priety of requiring additional securities in this 
respect especially when, as in the case of the 
jBIenville, a. part of the cargo consists of kerosene 
oil, matches and other dangerous articles. At 
about three o'clock on the morning of the 
28th of August the steamer Metis, of Providence, 
collMed with a schooner on Long Island Sound, 
and sons in about an hour and a quarter 
aiterward. The nature of the danger sus- 
tained by tiie steamer was not discovered 
until within a few minutes before she went 
€own. By this casualty twentv-threc lives arc 
Kaown to have been lost. The investigating 
board in this case recommended tie revocation or 
the licenses of the master and the first ana second

THE TESTING OF BOILEB FLATUS. 
The law requires that boilerplates shall be tCRLcil 
for tlie purpose of ascertaining their tensile 
strength, toughness, homcgeneousncss and ability 
to withstand tiie effects or repeated heating and 
cooling. In order that this requirement may bo 
carried into effect, it Is necessary that the steam- 
boat 
inspection 
service shall be supplied 
with 
a 
sufficient 
number 
or testing ma- 
chines. 
Until 
within 
a brief 
perioa the 
testing of iron has been confined chiefly to scien- 
tists and civil engineers. Manufacturers are, how- 
ever, beginning to supply themselves with testing 
machines. When a unllorm system of tests ha« 
been adopted it is to be hoped that boiler plates 
will be rated in the markets of the country accord- 
ing to their ascertained qualities rather than upon 
tne reputation of the various manufacturers. The 
different parts of boilers require Iron of different 
qualities. In some the chief requisite is toughness, 
iu others tensile strength, and In others rigidity. 
Machines can be constructed which will Indicate all 
these qualities. The principal manufacturers ol 
the country have been called upon to present plans 
of testing machines designed to meet certain re- 
quirements which have been submitted to 
them. When these plans have been received spec- 
ifications will be drawn, and steps taken to pro- 
cure the machines. In this connection I would 
mention that on the 8th of August last a letter 
was addressed by this department to the Secretary 
of State, requesting him to ascertain, through the 
diplomatic officers of the United States to the va- 
rious nations or Europe, certain facts in regard to 
the laws and regulations of these countries relating 
to testing boilers and boiler plates, and to other 
kinflred subjects. Much valuable information has 
thus been obtained. 
LIFEBOATS, IJFE RAFTS AND AtmxiABY LIFE-SAVINS 


APPABATUS. 
Ourlaws aad rifles in relation to the capacitv of 
lifeboats, life rafts and auxiliary life-saving appa- 
ratus are vague and afford no de'finite information 
to inspectors as to their actual carrying capacity. 
It is my purpose to construct a table showing the 
capacity to be assigned to the various sizes and 
forms of these appliances. From puch data a table 
of equivalents can easily be compiled. 


SAFETY VALVES. 
A series of experiments was recently conducted 
at the Washington Navy Yard by olBcers of the 
Navy Department for the purpose of determining 
the relative value of a certain lorra ol spring valve, 
and the common weighted valve. A committee 
was appointed by this department consisting of 
ttr. John Menshaw, or Baltimore, Supervising In- 
spector 01 the Third district, and Mr. E. A. Magee 
First Assistant Engineer United States Navy, for 
;he purpose of observing and reporting in relation 
;o these experiments. The results arrived at were 
nteresting and valuable, although, the experiments 
were by no means of an exhaustive character. I 
recommend that a more general testrbe conducted 
nader the direction of this department, and that 
sufficient notice thereof be given to the owners of 
he various kinds of safety valves. 


STEAH BOILER EXPLOSION'S. 
At this day, when the commerce and industries 
or civilized nations depend so much upon ti:e 
)OWer of steam, there are questions iu relation to 
ts use concerning wliich there is great diversity of 
spjmon. Steamboat boilers espioJe with fearlul 
lestruction of life and property, and when practi- 
cal and scientific men are called upon to state fie 
causes thereof the opinions advances are so varied 
ind conflicting that an intelligent investigating 
boara can only render the report "cause un- 
known." Evidently there is room here for careful 
xperiment and for the bsst thought of those 
vhose minds are turned to the investigation of 
his subject, in order that steam, the great motive 
ower of the age, may be entirely subdued to the 
:ses or man. In November, isn, a series of exper- 
ments in relation to steam boiler exolosions 
was made at Sandy Hook under the direction of 
Mr. Fnincis B. Stevens, pf Hooofien, N, J., at the 
nstance of the united railroad comf aufe'S'o'f Sew 
ersey. These experiments develoncd more infor- 
mation upon the subject than had previously been 
ained irom all the steamboat boiler explosions 
finch had taken place. In toe case of explosions 
Oil steam vessels, the conditions attending such 
disasters are seldom known to the persons in 
charge of the boilers and engines, and, c\ en when 
known, there are frequently motives which lead to 
a suppression of the real facts in the case. Iu a, I 
course of scientific experiments, however, all the ' 
conditions are- known and properly estimated in 
arriving at the solution of the results developed.

Refined petroleum, in the language 
of commerce, is applied to petroleum 
has undergone, to some extent, the process 
of distillation, or, in other words, to certain distil- 
lates of petrolenai. The distilled products ot pe- 
troleum appear in every form, from the gaseous to 
the solid state, and their range of inoammability 
is very great. Some of the oleaginous products 
the least inflammable of .which are the parafflne 
oils, are believed to be quite as safe as sperm or 
whale oiL This is fully established by the testi- 
mony ol chemical experts. While every reasona- 
ble precaution should be observed for the preven- 
tion of fires on passenger steamers, our statute 
laws should, nevertheless, be in accord with the 
laws of chemical science and the commercial ne- 
cessities of the countrv. Upon this subject I have 
to re.'er to a letter Irbm Professor B. S. HedricK, 
principal examiner in the Chemical Depart- 
ment of the Patent Office.

THE STEAMBOAT INSPECTION SEKVIC'S- 
The steamboat inspection service consists of a 
supervising inspector general, 10 supervising in- 
spectors, 3G inspectors of hulls, 36 inspectors of 
boilers, 3 assistant inspectors of hulls, 3 assistant 
inspectors of boilers and S clerks to inspectors. 
It is the Intention of the Act of February 2S, 1871, 
that the service shall be self-sustaining without 
being a source of revenue. Ttat object has been 
lairly attained. 


STEASISOAT rSSPECTIOS tAWS. 
Laws for the preservation of life and propertv on 
steam vessels have been established by almost 
every commercial nation. Tlieir salutary efcect, 
not only in securing the safety of travel oa steam 
vessels but also in improving the character of the 
steam marine acd in elevating the morale of 
officers and crew, has been general]- conceded and 
widely commented upon. Undoubtedly these re- 
sults aave tended to appreciate the value of steam- 
boat property far beyond the cost of the life-saving 
anpliances required by law. Ti»e proper limits of 
such Isws cannot be defined with mathematical 
precision. Tne degree of care which shall be exer- 
cised by the government most be determined by 
those whose duty It is to make laws, guided by the 
best available information npon the subject. On 
the one hand our laws may be made so burdensome 
upon the steamboat interests ol the country as to 
clog the wneeis of commerce, and oa the other they 
may be so loose and ineffectual as to extrosc 're-

The foregoing statement shows that the average 
number of casualties during the year 1871 was 
thirty-one per cent less than the average for the 
three preceding years; also that the average loss 
of property was nineteen per cent less, and the 
average loss of life four per cent less. At the same 
time it appears that during the year 1871 the nurn- 
Der of steamers inspected was four per cent greater 
and the number or licenses issued to pilots and 
-SESmserg was ei^htfea per cent grater than the 
average for the three preceding years. 


THE TOTAL LOSS OP HUMAN LIFB 
on steam vessels, from all causes, during the Tear 
1871 was 363, while the average loss or life during 
tne six preceding years was 843.. 
It was not to be expected tbat an act covering 
•n the points in relation to the proper equipment 
»nd management of steam vessels could have been 
made perfect at the beginning. It has been mv 
endeavor, therefore, to seek from all available 
quarters, both official and unofficial; such practical 
Information with regard to the workings of the 
law in all its aspects as might enable me to mate 
nseful suggestions in this regard. The general re- 
«nlt of these inquiries I snail have the honor of 
jnbmittrng in a supplementary report.

CASUALTIES. 
Since the last meeting of the Board of Supervis- 
ing Inspectors several serious casualties have oc- 
curred. On the Htn of April last the boilers of the 
eteamer Oceanns exploded at a point en the Mis- 
(dssippi River about twenty miles above Cairo IIL 
Tne boat subsequently burned to the water's ed^e 
and snnfc. Forty-one lives were lost. An investi- 
gation, of the case was made by Mr. WllUam Rb"ers, 
ot New Orleans, Supervising Inspector of the Tenth 
aistnct, who has presented an able report, cover- 
Ing not only the circumstances attending the dis- 
aster, but pointing to causes of similar casualties 
which appear to be incident to steam navigation 
en the Western rivers. 
' " 


On the loth of August the steamer Bristol, of the 
Harragansett Steamship Company, collided with a 
brig in Newport harbor. The nature of the dam- 
age done to tue steamer was not known until it 
was discovered that she was sinking. Fortunately 
she was run ashore in time to prevent any loss of 
lire. Such a casualty to one of the largest and 
most costly steamers in the United States, by 
which the lives of 600 persons were jeopardized, 
fatten in connection with the fact that the Bristol 
Bad but a short tune belore collided with another 
steamer, the latter having been suns, points to the 
necessity for greater care and efficiency in Kie 
management of such vessels.

THE TESTING OF BOILEB FLATUS. 
The law requires that boilerplates shall be tCRLcil 


for tlie purpose of ascertaining their tensile 
strength, toughness, homceeueousncfis and ability 
to withstand tiie effects or repeated heating and 
cooling. In order that this requirement may bo 
carried into effect, it Is necessary that the steam-

testing of iron has been confined chiefly to scien- 
tists and civil engineers. Manufacturers are, how- 
ever, beginning to supply themselves with testing 
machines. When a unllorm system of tests ha« 
been adopted it is to be hoped that boiler plates 
will be rated in the markets of the country accord- 
ing to their ascertained qualities rather than upon 
tiie reputation of the various manufacturers. The 
different parts of boilers require Iron of different 
qualities. In some the chief requisite Is toughness, 
iu others tensile strength, and in others rigidity. 
Machines can be constructed which will Indicate all 
these qualities. The principal manufacturers ol 
the country have been called upon to present plans 
of testing machines designed to meet certain re- 
quirements which have been submitted to 
them. When these plans have been received spec- 
ifications will be drawn, and steps taken to pro- 
cure the machines. In this connection I would 
mention that on the 8th of August last a letter 
was addressed by this department to the Secretary 
of State, requesting him to ascertain, through the 
diplomatic olucers of the United States to the va- 
rious nations of Europe, certain facts in regard to 
the laws and regulations of these countries relating 
to testing boilers ana boiler plates, and to other 
kinflred subjects. Much valuable information has 
thus been obtained. 
LIFEBOATS, IJFE RAFTS AND AtmXJAEY LIPE-SAVIKO 


APPABATUS. 
Ourlaws aad rules in relation to the capacitv of 
lifeboats, life rafts and auxiliary life-saving appa- 
ratus are vague and afford no de'finite information 
to inspectors as to their actual carrying capacity. 
It is my purpose to construct a table showing the 
capacity to be assigned to the various sizes and 
forms of these appliances. From puch data a table 
of equivalents can easily be compiled. 


SAFETY VALVES. 
A series of experiments was recently conducted 
at the Washington Navy Yard by olBcers of the 
Navy Department for the purpose of determining 
the relative value of a certain lorm ol spring valve, 
ana the common weighted valve. A committee 
was appointed by this department consisting of 
ttr. John Menshaw, of Baltimore, Supervising In- 
spector 01 the Third district, and Mr. E. A. Magee 
First Assistant Engineer United States Navy, for 
;he purpose of observing and reporting in relation 
;o these experiments. The results arrived at were 
nteresting and valuable, although toe experiments 
were by no means of an exhaustive character. I 
recommend that a more general testrbe conducted 
nader the direction of this department, and that 
sufficient notice thereof be given to the owners of 
he various kinds of safety valves. 


STEAH BOILER EXPLOSION'S. 
At this day, when the commerce and industries 


or civilized nations depend so much npon ti:e 
)OWer of steam, there are questions iu relation to 
ts use concerning wliich there is great diversity of 
spjmon. Steamboat boilers espioJe with fearlul 
lestruction of life and property, and when practi- 
cal and scientific men are called upon to state fie 
causes thereof the opinions advances are so varied 
ind conflicting that an intelligent investigating 
boara can only render the report "cause un- 
known." Evidently there is room here for careful 
xperiment and for the bsst thought of those 
vhose minds are turned to the investigation of 
his subject, in order that steam, the great motive 
ower of the age, may be entirely sabdued to the 
:S8E or man. In November, isn, a series of exper- 
ments in relation to steam boiler exolosions 
was made at Sandy Hook under the direction of 
Mr. Fnincis B. Stevens, pf Hooofien, N, J., at the 
nstance of the united railroad comf auie'S'o'f Sew 
ersey. These experiments develoncd more infor- 
mation upon the subject than had previously been 


ained irom all the steamboat boiler explosions 
finch had taken place. In toe case of explosions 
Oil steam vessels, the conditions attending such 
disasters are seldom known to the persons in 
charge of tlie boilers and engines, and, c\ en when 
known, there are frequently motives which lead to 
a suppression of the real facts in tne case. Iu a, I 
course of scientific experiments, however, all the ' 
conditions are- known and properly estimated in 
arriving at the solution of the results developed.

PETROLEUM AND ITS PBODUCT3. 


By the terms or section 4, act of February 2S, 
1871, passenger steamers are prohibited from cany- 
ing coal oil, crude or reflnea petroleum, cither as 
freight or stores, with the single exception that re- 
fined petroleum, which will not ignite at a lower 
temperature than 110 degrees, Fahrenheit, may be 
carried 
on 
such 
steamers 
where 
there 
is 
no 
other 
practicable 
mode 
of trans- 
porting it. Refined petroleum, in the language 
of commerce, is applied to petroleum 
has undergone, to some extent, the process 
of distillation, or, in other words, to certain distil- 
lates of petrolenai. Tne distilled products ot pe- 
troleum appear in every form, from the gaseous to 
the solid state, and their range of inoammability 
is very great. Some of the oleaginous products 
the least inflammable of .which are the parafflne 
oils, are believed to be quite as safe as sperm or 
whale oiL This is fully established by the testi- 
mony 01 chemical experts. While every reasona- 
ble precaution should be observed for the preven- 
tion of fires on passenger steamers, our statute 
laws should, nevertheless, be in accord with the 
laws of chemical science and the commercial ne- 
cessities of the country. Upon this subject I have 
to re.'er to a letter Irbm Professor B. S. HedricK, 
principal examiner in the Chemical Depart- 
ment of the Patent Office.

THE STEAMBOAT INSPECTION SEKVIC'S- 
The steamboat inspection service consists of a 
supervising inspector general, 10 supervising in- 
spectors, 3G inspectors of hulls, 36 inspectors of 
boilers, 3 assistant inspectors of hulls, 3 assistant 
inspectors of boilers and S clerks to inspectors. 
It is the Intention of the Act of February 2S, 1871, 
that the service shall be self-sustaining without 
being a source of revenue. Ttat object has been 
lairly attained. 


STEASISOAT rSSPECTIOS tAWS. 
Laws for the preservation of life and propertv on 
steam vessels have been established by almost 
every commercial nation. Tlieir salutary efcect, 
not only in securing the safety of travel oa steam 
vessels but also in improving the character of the 
steam marine acd in elevating the morale of 
officers and crew, has been general]- conceded and 
widely commented upon. Undoubtedly these re- 
sults aave tended to appreciate the value of steam- 
boat property far beyond the cost of the life-saving 
anpliances required by law. TIK proper limits of 
such Isws cannot be defined with mathematical 
precision. Tne degree of care which shall be exer- 
cised by the government most be determined by 
those whose duty It is to make laws, guided by the 
best available information npon the subject. On 
the one hand our laws may be made so burdensome 
upon the steamboat interests ol the country as to 
clog the wheels of commerce, and oa the other they 
may be so loose and ineffectual as to extrosc 'h<-

I was Informed for instance* that there hail been 


an emissary hero from Germany to discover a 
chateau near Geneva, • large enough to hold a con- 
clavo or forty or fifty. The purpose was to use it 
for shelter and consultation by the rejected Jesuits; 
and as if to add to the embarrassments of Geneva 
shs has her own trouble with Monseigneur Jaer- 
millod, the Bishop of Hebron, inpartums infedaium, 
and acting Bishop of Geneva. Monseigneurdler- 
mlllod is ai-right, keen, busy prolate, with unusual 
eloquence, and at the head of tho Catholic Church 
in Switzerland. Catholicism In Geneva ia not a 
dominant influence, and there are chapters ta the 
town's history showing as much severity in the 
treatment of'members of religions houses on the 
part of the authorities as was ever shown towards 
Protestants in Catholic countries, I have not been 
able to discover the real difllcalty with Monseigctenr 
Mermlilod; for in all of these troubles there is a 
real difficulty behind the apparent one. 
The 


apparent difllcalty is a question of jurisdiction. 
The Council of btate exact from Monseigneur that 
he shall hold his office under their political license. 
Monseigneur, like his German brother in ErmelantJ, 
thinVs that any such recognition would be a viola- 
tion of his duties to the Pope; and so he is for- 
bidden to exercise episcopal functions, and all 
who serve under him are likewise forbidden to 
give him any "episcopal recognition or comfort. 
This Is the apparent reason; bnt behind it we see 
the influence of Germany—the resolution of the 
Protestant Canton ot Geneva not to welcome the 
Jesuits to'its protection, and a furtherance of Bis- 
marck's policy to m£ke Germany a great Protestant 
Power. Monseigneur Mcrmilloi has been very 
active in his sympathy for the Jesuits and in his 
devotion to France and the French interests. His 
dispossession is a -new move in the great game 
now being played in Central Europe.

COKRESK»T>SST—How do the communists differ 
from the Jacobins f 


GENERAL—In one essential point. The JacoMng 
behevsd that Paris should role the provinces; that 
the metronolis shenUl be the heart and the head 
of France; that the governing power in Paris 
should bo the governing power of tae nation. That 
was Robespierre's doctrine; but no advanced 
thinkers hold those vi»ws in this age. Victor Hugo 
sometimes writes that way. Delescluze was a 
Jacobin, and a&out tiie only one I Snew among the 
Commune. He meant that the Commune saoa:d 
conquer Paris, and that Paris should conquer 
Fraace. Now, Communism means that the State 
should be divided into communes or communities, 
large or smali, as the case may bs, according as 
tliey are in city or country, and that every com- 
mune should govern itself, just as New York and 
Philadelphia govern themselves.

He 
was a modTflt, thoughtful, accomplished man, who 
liaa fought all through the war, and wore his order 
of merli on his breast. He took a deep Interest in 
America, and believed fully in the policy which has 
made Bismarck powerful and renowned. 


WHY B13MAHOK KKVKU.BI) THE JESUITS. 


"Wlwt," I asked, "ia the meaning of your war 


upon the Jesuits? Prussia is not afraid of a society 
of priests?" 


"No," was the.response. "Prussia feara nothing 


she can see, and fo\v things she cannot see. She 
can't see Jesaltism, and the removal of the Jesuits 
does not- remove Jesuitism. Their smootii and 
winning priests will all be here next summer. 'If 
they don't come in their sacred clot-h they will 
conic in tourists' jackets or ride as couriers in 
second class cars. 
Of course yon cannot drive 


them out. But we had to do two things—to break 
their organized, disciplined power and to make an 
appeal to tho moral and religious sentiment 
or tho Protestant world. For you must always 
remember, my American friend, that we have an 
empire to build, to cement and harden, as it were. 
We cannot do this in a day any more than you can 
build a mountain in a day. Empires grow like 
mountains. In one yon see political formations, 
in the other geological formations. Each comes *y 
the slaw processes of ages. This is a new forma- 
tion to the German Empire. We knocked France 
on the head. That was one step. We put np 
Alsace and Lorraine as a barrier and a kind of pro- 
gress towards Luxembourg, and France is as far 
from us aa she is from England. Tou see we did 
that just as England did with Belgium. England 
took Belgium and made it into a kingdom to lessen 
the power of France. And when old Louis Philippe 
wanted ta make the Dnke of Nemours, his son, 
King of Belgium, remember wnat arowPalmerston 
made and talked about war and so on. They 
wonld not even have a French prince on the 
throne. 
So they took old Leopold, one of their 


own family, and who had married George IV.'s 
daughter, and made him King, and allured him 
to marry Louis Philippe's daughter as a solace to 
the shrewd old deviL What England did to Belgium 
we have done to Alsace and Lorraine, only as we 
have more princes and grand dukes now than we 
want as rulers of our empire. We didn't take the 
trouble to hunt tip a king in Sase-Cob.irg or Hesse 
Darmstadt, buf juHsent agooo cavalry commander 
down there with, instructions to keep things" 
straight." 


PRUSSIA TO BE THE SEJ.D 0' rROTESTASTISJT.

This is the Prussian side of the story. But yoa 
would have aa imperfect knowledge of the German 
question if you supposed there was no anti-Prussian 
side to it. At the same time It is difficult to hear 
any German voice without a Prussian accent. In 
the presence of Prussian fores the protesting voice 
of Germany is silent. I have sposen with manj 
Germans up In Eesse aad Baden, with Bavarian! 
also, in my efforts to solve this interesting problem. 
From these notes I select aa interview with a Ba- 
varian, that seems to have many features of tha 
anti-1'nissian argument. My friend was a man ol 
reflection apparently, certainly a man of intelli- 
gence. Tins is what passed between ns, or of 
much as von will care to print of a long alteraooa's 
talk:— 
"Do you." I asked, "find a general acquiescence 
in tUe rule of Prussia among the people f" 
'•Of course." was the reuiy; "there will be •> 
general acquiescence in circumstances over whtctt 
one has no control. Prussia holds the purse aixtl 
the sword of Germany, and what more does she 
wantf There Is no Power to antagonize Prussia. 
Austria no longer has a voice in German affaire, 
and of coarse Prussia has power to command to* 
smaller States." 


HOW PBCSSIA HOLDS GEEHANT. 
"Does not the new constitution put Prussia 
nnder severe restrictions?" 
"Xot at all. The new constitndon provides that 
the Prussian King may command the whole army 
of the Xorth German Confederation, and that ha 
may flght them as he pleases in a defensive war. 
For offensive wars there must be the approval of 
the vassal Powers. But Prussia ia too smart to 
have any bnt defensive wars—like the war against 
France,"for instance."

I was Informed for instance* that there hail been 


an emissary hero from Germany to discover a 
chateau near Geneva, • large enough to hold a con- 
clavo or forty or fifty. The purpose was to use it 
for shelter and consultation by the rejected Jesuits; 
and as if to add to the embarrassments of Geneva 
shs has her own trouble with Monseigneur Jaer- 
millod, the Bishop of Hebron, inpartums infedaium, 
and acting Bishop of Geneva.

Catholicism In Geneva ia not a 
dominant influence, and there are chapters ta the 
town's history showing as much severity in the 
treatment of'members of religions houses on the 
part of the authorities as was ever shown towards 
Protestants in Catholic countries, I have not been 
able to discover the real difllcalty with Monseigctenr 
Mermlilod; for in all of these troubles there is a 
real difficulty behind the apparent one. 
The 


apparent difllcalty is a question of jurisdiction. 
The Council of btate exact from Monseigneur that 
he shall hold his office under their political license. 
Monseigneur, like his German brother in ErmelantJ, 
thinVs that any such recognition would be a viola- 
tion of his duties to the Pope; and so he is for- 
bidden to exercise episcopal functions, and all 
who serve under him are likewise forbidden to 
give him any "episcopal recognition or comfort. 
This Is the apparent reason; bnt behind it we see 
the influence of Germany—the resolution of the 
Protestant Canton ot Geneva not to welcome the 
Jesuits to'its protection, and a furtherance of Bis- 
marck's policy to m£ke Germany a great Protestant 
Power. Monseigneur Mcrmilloi has been very 
active in his sympathy for the Jesuits and in his 
devotion to France and the French interests. His 
dispossession is a -new move in the great game 
now being played in Central Europe.

A PRUSSIAN'S VIEW 01' I'KHSSIA. 


I was fortunate enough to meet a Prussian of- 


ficer, whoso views struck m« as full of interest. He 
was a modTflt, thoughtful, accomplished man, who 
liaa fought all through the war, and wore his order 
of merli on his breast. He took a deep Interest in 
America, and believed fully in the policy which has 
made Bismarck powerful and renowned. 


WHY B13MAHOK KKVKU.BI) THE JESUITS. 


"Wlwt," I asked, "ia the meaning of your war 


upon the Jesuits? Prussia is not afraid of a society 
of priests?" 


"No," was the.response. "Prussia feara nothing 


she can see, and fo\v things she cannot see. She 
can't see Jesaltism, and the removal of the Jesuits 
does not- remove Jesuitism. Their smootii and 
winning priests will all be here next summer. 'If 
they don't come in their sacred clot-h they will 
conic in tourists' jackets or ride as couriers in 
second class cars. 
Of course yon cannot drive 


them out. But we had to do two things—to break 
their organized, disciplined power and to make an 
appeal to tho moral and religious sentiment 
or tho Protestant world. For you must always 
remember, my American friend, that we have an 
empire to build, to cement and harden, as it were. 
We cannot do this in a day any more than you can 
build a mountain in a day. Empires grow like 
mountains. In one yon see political formations, 
in the other geological formations. Each comes *y 
the slaw processes of ages. This is a new forma- 
tion to the German Empire. We knocked France 
on the head. That was one step. We put np 
Alsace and Lorraine as a barrier and a kind of pro- 
gress towards Luxembourg, and France is as far 
from us aa she is from England. Tou see we did 
that just as England did with Belgium. England 
took Belgium and made it into a kingdom to lessen 
the power of France. And when old Louis Philippe 
wanted ta make the Dnke of Nemours, his son, 
King of Belgium, remember wnat arowPalmerston 
made and talked about war and so on. They 
wonld not even have a French prince on the 
throne. 
So they took old Leopold, one of their 


own family, and who had married George IV.'s 
daughter, and made him King, and allured him 
to marry Louis Philippe's daughter as a solace to 
the shrewd old deviL What England did to Belgium 
we have done to Alsace and Lorraine, only as we 
have more princes and grand dukes now than we 
want as rulers of our empire. We didn't take the 
trouble to hunt tip a king in Sase-Cob.irg or Hesse 
Darmstadt, buf juHsent agooo cavalry commander 
down there with, instructions to keep things" 
straight." 


PRUSSIA TO BE THE SEJ.D 0' rROTESTASTISJT. 
"Did the Jesuits," I asked, "interfere with Alsace 


and Lorraine or any features of that policy T" 


•'I don't know that they did," replied my Prus- 


sian Mead. "But as I was saying, after putting np 
this Alsatian barrier between France and tbe Rhine 
the nest step vas a moral one. We dismiss the 
Jesuits. Well, it is not because we are afraid of the 
Jesuits, but we toase an appeal to tne Protestant 
world. The German Empire wants a sentiment 
benind it—I mean a sentiment that will commend 
it te other nations. 
Just now we have the 


'Fatherland' and 'United Germany' and other 
high, animating principles and rallying cries. To 
us they are all. To the world they are nothing. 
Xovr we say to the world, 'Behold, we are the 
champions of Protestantism. Think of that, and as 
an earnest of that we dismiss the Jesuits,' and 
I've no doubt that in every Protestant church in 
England aud America prayers are offered lor 'the 
good Kaiser William, defender of Protestantism.' "

"Is teat the avowed policy in expelling the 


Jesuits?" 


"Avowed policies are merely phrases. 
I am 


speaking now of what the Parisian mind taints on 
the subject. I don't suppose Prince Bismarck cares 
more for one faith than for another, and Ms idea of 
an appeal to the Protestant sentiment of the world 
is not a new oae. 
It came from Frederick William,

But yoa 
would have aa imperfect knowledge of the German 
question if you supposed there was no anti-Prussian 
side to it. At the same time It is difficult to hear 
any German voice without a Prussian accent. In 
the presence of Prussian fores the protesting voice 
of Germany is silent. I have sposen with manj 
Germans up In Eesse aad Baden, with Bavarian! 
also, in my efforts to solve this interesting problem. 
From these notes I select aa interview with a Ba- 
varian, that seems to have many features of tha 
anti-1'nissian argument. My friend was a man ol 
reflection apparently, certainly a man of intelli- 
gence. Tins is what passed between ns, or of 
much as von will care to print of a long alteraooa's 
talk:— 
"Do you." I asked, "find a general acquiescence 
in tUe rule of Prussia among the people f" 
'•Of course." was the reuiy; "there will be •> 
general acquiescence in circumstances over whtctt 
one has no control. Prussia holds the purse aixtl 
the sword of Germany, and what more does she 
wantf There Is no Power to antagonize Prussia. 
Austria no longer has a voice in German affaire, 
and of coarse Prussia has power to command to* 
smaller States." 


HOW PBCSSIA HOLDS GEEHANT. 
"Does not the new constitution put Prussia 
nnder severe restrictions?" 
"Xot at all. The new constitndon provides that 
the Prussian King may command the whole army 
of the Xorth German Confederation, and that ha 
may flght them as he pleases in a defensive war.

Such it realty Is. First, it is recited In the com- 
plaint of sirs. Putnam—a briefly epitomized recital 
of the same story as published directly alter the 
murder, which occurred on the evening of April 28, 
1871—and then as again told at the Coroner's inguiai- 
tlon. The entire blame of the killing of her husband 
is, ot course, charged upon the 
railroad 
company, and upon this damages are claimed. It 
is furthei set forth in the complaint that her hus- 
band died mtestate aad left a, boy thirteen years 
old wliollj dependent on her for support. The 
answer of the company sets up a general denial of

THE TESTIMONY TK MBS. FUTKAH'S BBHilF.

Putnam was tne first witness. Her testimony, as 
she was not present at the murderous assault, was 
merely reciting the particulars of her husband's 
death. The testimony of Miss Mabel Duvai, one 
of the ladies with Mr. Putnam at the time of the 
tragedy, was tbe same as that given at the murder 
trial. The concluding witness was Mrs. Annie S. 
Dnval, the mother of the previous witness, who 
also was with Mr. Putnam on the night of tie fatal 
occurrence. She told the «ianie story as at her pre- 
vious examination. As this testimony has been 
fully published heretofore In the HERALD, it ta un 
necessary to give it again. 


MOTION TO DISMISS THE COWPI.AINT. 
After the conclusion of Mrs. Duvai'a testimony, 
motion was made to dismiss the complaint. Th. 
motion was argued at great length by ex-JoUg 
Porter and Mr John M. Scnbner, counsel for th 
railroad company. They insisted that the compan 
could be held in no way resnonsilile for th 
killing of Mr. Putnam.

He claimec 
that it was the duty of the conductor, in the firs 
place, to put Foster off the car on account of hi 
intoxicated condition, and secondly,that it was 
the dntv of the driver to inform the conductor o 
Foster s insults to the ladies in Mr. Putnam's care 
He dwelt at great length upon the responsibility o 
the railroad company to insure safely to passen 
gers, and its liability for damages when any occ 
was killed or injured Irom want of such care. He 
also quoted numerous authorities.

discharges. She had been transferred from the 
Bloonilngdale Asvlum to the BlackwelPs Island 
Asylum because they did not care at the former 
institution to be annoyed by write of habeas cor- 
pus. He doubted the legality of the mode adopted 
to effect her release. The statute pointed out the 
remedy, and it was his duty to urge the use of such 
remedy. He reviewed the testimony at length and 
claimed that the preponderance of evldencrwent 
to show conclusively that Miss McCabe was insane. 
Her story as to Father McAleer was, hewed a 
plain delusion. There was not a word of truth, he 
believed, m what she bad said against Father 
McAleer. Her visits to him since and the friendly 
relations existing between them gave a flat contra- 
diction to the story. If her story was true she 
tvonld have avoided his house as a plague spot. 
He claimed that all her stones about persecu- 
tions bv priesfs were also delusions. In conclu- 
sion he referred to her own testimonv and man- 
ner on the witness stand as giving ail the proof 
required as to her insanity, and characterized as 
simply ridiculous her story about living three 
weeKs on starch and one week on a cup of tea and 
crumbs of bread. 


SHOWTSQ HER TO BE S1NB. 
Mr. John D Townsend, the counsel of Miss 
McCabe, opened hi« argument in reply by reciting 
all the circumstances connected with suing ottt 
the wnt of habeas corpus in her case. He insisted 
that the !awsoflS42 applied to the Bloommgdale 
Lunatic Asyium, and that under those laws she 
was not 
fairly within the jurisdiction of 
the asylum. He recited the statute providing 
that no person could be held in a lunatic 
asylum unless "furiously mad or so tor de- 
ranged in mind as to be dangerous to her 
own person or the persons or property of others.'' 
He claimed that she was neither of these, and 
therefore entitled to her discharge. He also re- 
viewed the testimonv, and insisted that most of rt 
went decidedly to show that she was not insane- 
He believed implicitly ner story, because he did not 
believe that priests were immaculate, but only 
men. He would not urge to have her discharged 
and thrown upon the world. There were pnbnc 
institutions where she conld be sent and properly 
cared for. All he asked was to have her discharged 
from the Lunatic Asylum, and, if necessary, send 
ner to the Poorhouse. 
At the conclusion of the argument Judge 5edg- 
wick took the papers and announced that he would 
give a decision in a few days.

THE CASE FOB THE BEFEHCZ. 


Mr. Brooks then moved His Honor to withdraw 
he case from the jnry, on the ground that there 
was no proof that the body npon which the 
inysiclan made the post-mortem examination was 
he body of the woman mentioned in the indies' 
ment. 


After elaborate argument of the counsel on both 
ides Judge Bedford said that the question of 
dentiflcation was a matter of fact for the jury to 
iass npon. 


Mr. Brooks exceptPd to the ruling, after which

France. 


JOB THE DEFEI.CE. 
Dr. Semguerlet, a phisician at Saarbttrg fAP 
sace Lothringen), certified that at several different 
times in 1868 and 1869 he was called upon piofes- 
sionally to attend Andne for attacks of de- 
linum tremens, brought on by intemperate habits; 
that his (the prisoner's) sister was deformed from 
epilepsy; that his father died last year from a dis- 
ease of the liver, the result of excessive drinking, 
and also had many attacks of delirium tremens, 
wnich left him in a state of habitual mental over 
excitation until his death. Tae doctor gave it as 
his opinion that the prisoner could not be held 
responsible for his acte. 
Tne next deposition was that of Francisea Gnyot, 
seventy nine years old, the mother of the prisoner 
residing mbaarburg. Her son was born in Cre- 
zilles, France, on the 2d of December, 1833; on tee 
20 of December. 1883, he married Z. Leonce Pierre: 
he worked as an engineer on the construction of 
the Saar Canal; in uses he went to Saarburgwith 
her and enteredlnto the wme business: they did 
not live happily together, the wife behaving very 
wrongly, having intercourse with, other men; tae 
accused was overwhelmed with the deepest grief 
m consequence her conduct; he came to tae point 
of turning insane altogether, having lost his mmd, 
and his good senses greatly impaired; ia 1889 her 
son, through wine business matters, wassentenced 
to six days' imprisonment and a heavy fine, which 
brought him. to the resolution to go to America, 
which, he did on his wife's account. 
A letter was also read from Remusat, addressed 
to the General Consul of France m Kew Tork, in 
whicn.it was stated that .the Major or ore^i** 
said AnofieTTraTthere tm Be was twenty years 
old; that^he had a violent temper, was very weak- 
minded and his manner showed tijur to be in a pep 
manent state of insanity. 
Counsel read the deposition of Marguerite Doua- 
neau, which stated that she knew Andne and his 
wife; he came to this country in May, 1870, and 
Jived in Essex and ifott streets: Andne went to 
Connecticut to work at making bricks, and used 
to wrife letters tohts wife and give her monev; 
Mrs. Andrie went from Mott street and stayed in 
the witness' honse fo?-a month, she deslnng 
to keep fler from "badness;" when Mrs. Andrie lived 
In Mott street Mr. Lagneau, a Frenchman Irom 
Paris, who came on the same vessel with Andrie 
and his wife, visited her regularly; they acted like 
husband and wife; they afterwards were at the 
witness' house and slept together; the witness told 
her that It was a shame to act like that, and the 
neighbors-talked about it; Mrs. Andne said, "Oh, 
nevermind my husband: he don't believe any- 
thing like that;» Andrie used to stay home a week 
or two; Andrie aad his wife went to Union Hiii. if 
J., to live, and Lagneau lived with them; Audne 
thought a good deal of Lagneau; last Christmas 
they got into a dispute about cards, when Andne 
said to Lagneaa, wno was boarding with them at 
Jxat time, that he would not permit htm (Lagneau) 
M sleep in the honse that mgnt; Mrs. Andrie and 
'-Tneau toofc a watt in the street until four 


IOCK in the morning; Lagneau and Mrs, 
Andrie made a bargain to run away 
to- 
gether, he saying that he 
would write to 
France and get 4,000 francs, and they would 
run off together; the letter was to come to the 
witness' care; in January Mr. Andne took sick 
with smallpox and remained in the hospital three 
months; she saw. Mr. Tartiere twice at Mrs. An- 
drie's, and he acted lite a husband; Mrs. An- 
dne's little girl told the witness that she lived 
in Twenty-first street, but subsequently Mrs. An- 
dne told her that she lived In Eighteenth street; 
as soon as Andne came oat of the hospital he 
went to work in Jersey, and when He returned to 
New lork he could not find his wile's whereabouts; 
he-prisoner acted at that time like a crazy man, 
and wanted to see his children; He subsequently 
old the witness that he was done with Ms wife; 
bat they had slimed a paper and he was going to 
France; the prisoner's wife told the witness that 
he would never let him sleep with her; she 
assed Lagnean as her brother to everybody. 
The next witness called was Francis Donanean, 
who was examined through the Court mterpreier. 
His testimoav was to the effect that lie knew the 
nsoner and Ms wife; that he saw Lagnean at 
heir house; that his (Lagaeaa's) conduct in rela- 
ion to her was such that he had to put them out 
f his house, and that Mrs. Andne was a woman 
who was looking out for all the mea she could 
catch. The witness stated also that the prisoner 
was Kind to his wife and children and worked for 
heir support: that Andne was sick with the smatt- 
iK>3c and looked very bad when he came out. 
Tbe witness was going on to state that he heard 
rom Lagnean something about Ws golnc off with 
drs.

Until yesterday the name of Wm. Foster, the 


alleged tar hook murderer, has not been uttered 
for many months tn our Courts. -More startling, 
though not more atrocious, deeds of crime have 
caused alike his name and the terrible crime with 
which he is charged to be almos» forgotten. Again 
tbe crime IB revived In the public memory by a 
trial begun yesterday by Mrs. Ella L. Putnam, the 
wife of Avery D. Putnam, the victim Of the murder; 
against the Seventh Avenue Railroad Company, to 
recover damages on account of her husband's 
death. The suit is for $D,090 damages, this amount 
being the ntmost the law allows in suits of this 
character for killing, although for maiming—one or 
those unaccountable freaks of the taw—there is no 
HroitiUon In the amount to be sued for. The suit 
was brought before Judge Cnitis, of the Superior 
Court. 


THE Oil), OLD STOET. 
Such it realty Is. First, it is recited In the com- 
plaint of sirs. Putnam—a briefly epitomized recital 
of the same story as published directly alter the 
murder, which occurred on the evening of April 28, 
1871—and then as again told at the Coroner's inguiai- 
tlon. The entire blame of the killing of her husband 
is, ot course, charged upon the 
railroad 
company, and upon this damages are claimed. It 
is furthei set forth in the complaint that her hus- 
band died mtestate aad left a, boy thirteen years 
old wliollj dependent on her for support. The 
answer of the company sets up a general denial of 
the allegations contained in the complaint, or, to 
quote the technical legal phraseelogy in which this 
denial is set forth, denies that the death ofPntnam 
wab caused "through any wilful act, neglect or de- 
fault ol the defendants, or bv any wilful act, 
neglect or default of any agent, servant or employe 
Of the defendants." 


THE TESTIMONY TK MBS. FUTKAH'S BBHilF. 
The testimony taken was but a repetition of the 
former stones and occupied but a short time. Mrs. 
Putnam was tne first witness. Her testimony, as 
she was not present at the murderous assault, was 
merely reciting the particulars of her husband's 
death. The testimony of Miss Mabel Duvai, one 
of the ladies with Mr. Putnam at the time of the 
tragedy, was tbe same as that given at the murder 
trial. The concluding witness was Mrs. Annie S. 
Dnval, the mother of the previous witness, who 
also was with Mr. Putnam on the night of tie fatal 
occurrence. She told the «ianie story as at her pre- 
vious examination. As this testimony has been 
fully published heretofore In the HERALD, it ta un 
necessary to give it again. 


MOTION TO DISMISS THE COWPI.AINT. 
After the conclusion of Mrs. Duvai'a testimony, 
motion was made to dismiss the complaint. Th. 
motion was argued at great length by ex-JoUg 
Porter and Mr John M. Scnbner, counsel for th 
railroad company. They insisted that the compan 
could be held in no way resnonsilile for th 
killing of Mr. Putnam. The murderous blows 
it

the parties had left the ceri A large number o 
authorities was cited in substantiation of this 
argument. Mr. Parsons in replv took, of course 
exactly the opposite view of the ease. He claimec 
that it was the duty of the conductor, in the firs 
place, to put Foster off the car on account of hi 
intoxicated condition, and secondly,that it was 
the dntv of the driver to inform the conductor o 
Foster s insults to the ladies in Mr. Putnam's care 
He dwelt at great length upon the responsibility o 
the railroad company to insure safely to passen 
gers, and its liability for damages when any occ 
was killed or injured Irom want of such care. He 
also quoted numerous authorities. 
It was nearly five o'clock when the argnmen. 
closed. The Judge did not announce his decision 
but will prouably do so this morning.

SHOWINS HISS M'CABE TO BE UfSANE. 


Mr. A. J. Vanderpoel, counsel for the Commis- 


sioners of Chanties and Correction, opened the 
argument. 
He insisted that the Commissioners

compliance with the statutes regulating gnch 
discharges. She had been transferred from the 
Bloonilngdale Asvlum to the BlackwelPs Island 
Asylum because they did not care at the former 
institution to be annoyed by write of habeas cor- 
pus. He doubted the legality of the mode adopted 
to effect her release. The statute pointed out the 
remedy, and it was his duty to urge the use of such 
remedy. He reviewed the testimony at length and 
claimed that the preponderance of evldencrwent 
to show conclusively that Miss McCabe was insane. 
Her story as to Father McAleer was, hewed a 
plain delusion. There was not a word of truth, he 
believed, m what she bad said against Father 
McAleer. Her visits to him since and the friendly 
relations existing between them gave a flat contra- 
diction to the story. If her story was true she 
tvonld have avoided his house as a plague spot. 
He claimed that all her stones about persecu- 
tions bv priesfs were also delusions. In conclu- 
sion he referred to her own testimonv and man- 
ner on the witness stand as giving ail the proof 
required as to her insanity, and characterized as 
simply ridiculous her story about living three 
weeKs on starch and one week on a cup of tea and 
crumbs of bread. 


SHOWTSQ HER TO BE S1NB. 
Mr. John D Townsend, the counsel of Miss 
McCabe, opened hi« argument in reply by reciting 
all the circumstances connected with suing ottt 
the wnt of habeas corpus in her case. He insisted 
that the !awsoflS42 applied to the Bloommgdale 
Lunatic Asyium, and that under those laws she 
was not 
fairly within the jurisdiction of 
the asylum. He recited the statute providing 
that no person could be held in a lunatic 
asylum unless "furiously mad or so tor de- 
ranged in mind as to be dangerous to her 
own person or the persons or property of others.'' 
He claimed that she was neither of these, and 
therefore entitled to her discharge. He also re- 
viewed the testimonv, and insisted that most of rt 
went decidedly to show that she was not insane- 
He believed implicitly ner story, because he did not 
believe that priests were immaculate, but only 
men. He would not urge to have her discharged 
and thrown upon the world. There were pnbnc 
institutions where she conld be sent and properly 
cared for. All he asked was to have her discharged 
from the Lunatic Asylum, and, if necessary, send 
ner to the Poorhouse. 
At the conclusion of the argument Judge 5edg- 
wick took the papers and announced that he would 
give a decision in a few days.

JOB THE DEFEI.CE. 
Dr. Semguerlet, a phisician at Saarbttrg fAP 
sace Lothringen), certified that at several different 
times in 1868 and 1869 he was called upon piofes- 
sionally to attend Andne for attacks of de- 
linum tremens, brought on by intemperate habits; 
that his (the prisoner's) sister was deformed from 
epilepsy; that his father died last year from a dis- 
ease of the liver, the result of excessive drinking, 
and also had many attacks of delirium tremens, 
wnich left him in a state of habitual mental over 
excitation until his death. Tae doctor gave it as 
his opinion that the prisoner could not be held 
responsible for his acte. 
Tne next deposition was that of Francisea Gnyot, 
seventy nine years old, the mother of the prisoner 
residing mbaarburg. Her son was born in Cre- 
zilles, France, on the 2d of December, 1833; on tee 
20 of December. 1883, he married Z. Leonce Pierre: 
he worked as an engineer on the construction of 
the Saar Canal; in uses he went to Saarburgwith 
her and enteredlnto the wme business: they did 
not live happily together, the wife behaving very 
wrongly, having intercourse with, other men; tae 
accused was overwhelmed with the deepest grief 
m consequence her conduct; he came to tae point 
of turning insane altogether, having lost his mmd, 
and his good senses greatly impaired; ia 1889 her 
son, through wine business matters, wassentenced 
to six days' imprisonment and a heavy fine, which 
brought him. to the resolution to go to America, 
which, he did on his wife's account. 
A letter was also read from Remusat, addressed 
to the General Consul of France m Kew Tork, in 
whicn.it was stated that .the Major or ore^i** 
said AnofieTTraTthere tm Be was twenty years 
old; that^he had a violent temper, was very weak- 
minded and his manner showed tijur to be in a pep 
manent state of insanity. 
Counsel read the deposition of Marguerite Doua- 
neau, which stated that she knew Andne and his 
wife; he came to this country in May, 1870, and 
Jived in Essex and ifott streets: Andne went to 
Connecticut to work at making bricks, and used 
to wrife letters tohts wife and give her monev; 
Mrs. Andrie went from Mott street and stayed in 
the witness' honse fo?-a month, she deslnng 
to keep fler from "badness;" when Mrs. Andrie lived 
In Mott street Mr. Lagneau, a Frenchman Irom 
Paris, who came on the same vessel with Andrie 
and his wife, visited her regularly; they acted like 
husband and wife; they afterwards were at the 
witness' house and slept together; the witness told 
her that It was a shame to act like that, and the 
neighbors-talked about it; Mrs. Andne said, "Oh, 
nevermind my husband: he don't believe any- 
thing like that;» Andrie used to stay home a week 
or two; Andrie aad his wife went to Union Hiii. if 
J., to live, and Lagneau lived with them; Audne 
thought a good deal of Lagneau; last Christmas 
they got into a dispute about cards, when Andne 
said to Lagneaa, wno was boarding with them at 
Jxat time, that he would not permit htm (Lagneau) 
M sleep in the honse that mgnt; Mrs. Andrie and 
'-Tneau toofc a watt in the street until four 


IOCK in the morning; Lagneau and Mrs, 
Andrie made a bargain to run away 
to- 
gether, he saying that he 
would write to 
France and get 4,000 francs, and they would 
run off together; the letter was to come to the 
witness' care; in January Mr. Andne took sick 
with smallpox and remained in the hospital three 
months; she saw. Mr. Tartiere twice at Mrs. An- 
drie's, and he acted lite a husband; Mrs. An- 
dne's little girl told the witness that she lived 
in Twenty-first street, but subsequently Mrs. An- 
dne told her that she lived In Eighteenth street; 
as soon as Andne came oat of the hospital he 
went to work in Jersey, and when He returned to 
New lork he could not find his wile's whereabouts; 
he-prisoner acted at that time like a crazy man, 
and wanted to see his children; He subsequently 
old the witness that he was done with Ms wife; 
bat they had slimed a paper and he was going to 
France; the prisoner's wife told the witness that 
he would never let him sleep with her; she 
assed Lagnean as her brother to everybody. 
The next witness called was Francis Donanean, 
who was examined through the Court mterpreier. 
His testimoav was to the effect that lie knew the 
nsoner and Ms wife; that he saw Lagnean at 
heir house; that his (Lagaeaa's) conduct in rela- 
ion to her was such that he had to put them out 
f his house, and that Mrs. Andne was a woman 
who was looking out for all the mea she could 
catch. The witness stated also that the prisoner 
was Kind to his wife and children and worked for 
heir support: that Andne was sick with the smatt- 
iK>3c and looked very bad when he came out. 
Tbe witness was going on to state that he heard 
rom Lagnean something about Ws golnc off with 
drs. Andrie, to which, ttie District Attorney o&- 
ecwxl.

Wo print this morning a letter from our 


Europeim correspondence in reference to tho 
general aspect of Continental politics. Tho 
correspondent performs a kind of Asmodeus 
duty, and looks into many roofe and tells what 
tho people are doing— Prussians, Germans 
opposed to Prussians, Bonapartistg, friends of 
Henry V. and Divine Eight, Jesuits and Com- 
munists, and, in fact, boxes the political ooro- 
pafB of the Continent, and gives u» his obser- 
vations from every quarter. The letter de- 
rives additional interest at this time from the 
events now transpiring in France, the occur- 
rence of -which is foreshadowed by our far- 
seeing correspondent 


From the tragical to the burlesque in politics 


is a short step, and oar first feeling on read- 
ing this curious narrative and listening to these 
many views, is as to the absurdity of the sit- 
uation. The poor Continent seems distracted 
by the multitude of counsels, the promptings 
of ambition, the struggles for precedence, 
authority and power. Every politician has 
his own panacea. The -Jesuit sits in rapt ex- 
pectation of a miracle, and sees great hope in 


'tho hydra^heidcd power" of 


the various appearances of the Holy Virgin. ; 
He feels that God Himself is at last taking an 
active part in the afiairs of the nations, and that 
a regenerated and chastened people will take 
the pious kings like the Count de Chambord 
and Don Carlos in their arms and gently 
seat them on their thrones. From this 
dreamy contemplation we pass to the Com- 
munists, who inform us that they are not all 
dead, but live, enftn, at Geneva. 
So far 


from being dead, they mean to return in 
two years to Paris and France, and begin 
that new dispensation which is to make the 
world happy. 
Labor is to have its just 


reward; capital is to be chained, even as the 
Scriptures tell us Beelzebub will be chained 
in the good time, and the rights of man are to 
supersede all priestcraft and divine rights. 
We are not informed as to how many bishops 
it will be necessary to kill and how many 
palaces to burn before this happy consumma- 
tion; but in some way or another the good 
time is coming, and the poor, starving sores 
culottes of the Commune patiently bide their 
time in their retirement under the Alps. Nor 
are vre surprised to find that the friends of the 
fallen Emperor have something to say; and we 
confess the averments of the Bonapartist who 
gave his views to our correspondent are not 
without force. If there is no Boaapartist 
aarty, why is it that one half of the Parisian 
journals are either openly or secretly aiding 
the enled family 1 This is indeed a pertinent 
question, and we can well see how it may be 
answered when we read the catalogue of 
liumphs and beneficent achievements attri- 
anted to the Bonaparte rule. If jSapoleonism

If any country is 
United it is certainly Germany, When the 
German Parliament voted to annex Alsace and 
Lorraine but one Tote was in opposition; and 
yet few things have been done by Germany 
more open to criticism than this annexation. 
The world has been disposed to look upon the 
prodigious military power of Prussia as rep- 
resenting Germany, and to feel that its only 
voice was in the pen of Prince Bismarck and 
the sword of Count Von Jloltke. But we see 
from intelligent German authority that behind 
Bismarck 
and Molfke — this transcendent

But something more 


than sentiment is necessary to consolidate on 
empire, and there are troubles in Gormauy 
which cannot be attributed to the Jesuits, and 
certainly cannot bo removed by their expul- 
sion. The Germans—so grave, so patient, no 
true and so disciplined in war—are running 
wild in matters of finance. We hear of tbe 
maddest financial schemes. The payment of 
the French indemnity is to make everybody 
rich. In Berlin there is a real estate mania 
which surpasses anything ever seen in Chicngo. 
lien are becoming suddenly rich by founding 
companies and selling the stocks to innocent 
-and excited buyers, as in our days of petro- 
leum and gold-mining excitements. 
Specu- 


lating firms are founding, banks all over the 
Empire, one firm in Frankfort having founded 
seventeen aloae. 
These banks are now 


traversing tho money markets with money 
to 
lend 
and 
borrow. 
The 
German 


who was comfortable and satisfied with 
his three and four 
per cent 
earnings, 


and overjoyed when the Americans paid 
him six and seven, now despises his English 
and American securities and wants fifteen or 
twenty out of a new slock company for plant- 
ing clover or transporting ice or manufactur- 
ing beer. 
The simplest laws of finance have 


been so wantonly violated that, with all the 
advantages of the indemnity, Prussian credit 
does not compare with tie credit of overbur- 
dened and beaten France. 
No law and no 


military discipline can remedy this. As Thad- 
deus Stevens and his followers found in our 
war, 
when they invented a law forbidding the 


advance in gold, there are some things which 
absolute power cannot do. The delicate and 
subtle laws of finance, which belong to the 
highest branches of the science of political 
economy, cannot be curtailed by an edict 
from the all-gracious Kaiser. 
These laws 


were never understood in Prussia or Russia. 
They are nnderstood to perfection in France. 
And so, while France seems to rise steadily 
and ride securely over the highest seas of na- 
tional misfortune that ever surged around a 
nation, Prussia is whirling upon a Niagara of 
financial disaster and rain, the result of which 
may be more injurious than the defeat of Sedan 
to France. 


Under these high-vaunting seas, which 


sweep over the surface of the political ocean of 
the Continent, divine right andBonapartism in 
France, Prussia and anti-Prussia in Germany, 
these plots and counterplots atd ever-increas- 
ing perplexities, the close observer cannot fail to 
see the smooth and steadily sweeping currents 
towards republicanism. America has shown 
that a republic means strength; Switzerland, 
that it means peace and security; France, that 
it means the confidence of the financial world. 


to lend it, from ten to fifteen thousand millions 
of dollars is not the Empire of the JBonrbons. 
The nations are learning the lessons of this 
example. The mad, despairing frenzy of the 
Commune threw back republicanism—seemed 
to have destroyed it. But France, under M. 
Thiers, has redeemed all that was lost under 
Cluseretand Deleseluse. If not prematurely 
interrupted in the work by the intrigues of the 
monarchists in the Assembly, he may succeed 
in implanting in the minds of Frenchmen the 
same enthusiasm for a republic of their own 
creation as they have heretofore had for an 
empire of their own selection—an Empire of 
the French, and not of France—and may 
hand down the government in peace to his suc- 
cessor in the Presidency. The nationalities of 
the older world ere slowly, silently, surely 
vindicating the wisdom of the great men who 
founded this federation of States and of the 
great men who preserved it, and the genera- 
tion which has welcomed and achieved eman- 


muluhod tho telegraph wires west of St. Peter, 
HIUK completely cutting off further commu- 
nication with that place. Tho conHtructora 
hud bccii working considerably in advance of 
tho government surveyors, far into a wild and

Should the worst 
be realized, and the calamity end as disas- 
trously as the despatch intimates, a terrible 
responsibility will rest on those whose duty it 
was at this advanced season to make arrange- 
ments rendering such a c&hmity simply im- 
possible.

The news from Spain relafare to the pro- 


|X>sed new mortgage bank and the introduc- 
tion of tha slavery question in the Cortes, 
Thick we published on Wednesday, together 
/with the recent news from Cuba and the late 
'proclamation of General CebaTlos, show that 
tha Spanish government is in an embar- 
rassing situation both at home and with 
regard to Cuba, and that the Cuban question 
Ss culminating. These occurrences indicate, 
•in feet, that a solution of the prolonged 
troubles in Cuba and the future destiny of 
that gem of the Antilles must soon be 
Veached. And, if we mistake not, that is the 
Impression of the President of the United 
States and that some action will be taken by 
jthe government of this Eepublic to bring 
about such a solution. 


The great cost of the war in Cuba to Spain 


^las, no doubt, had much to do with the 
financial embarrassments of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, which have, led to the proposition of a 
»ew mortgage bank for the relief of the 
.Treasury. The details of this measure, as 
Veil as tha motive for it, without, how- 
ever, mentioning Cuba, which we regard as 
the principal cause of the action of the 
Spanish Government, were laid before our 
fenders in Wednesday's TTr-aji.p, It is only 
.necessary to mention here _thaj tie measure is 
fin extraordinary one, and has ^ome features "

done? Evidently the policy is to lay an 
embargo upon the slave productions of Cuba, 
and especially upon sugar, the most impor- 
tant production of the island. Nearly seventy 
per cent of the slave sugar production of 
Cuba, to say nothing of tobacco and othor 
productions, come to the United Stateo; 
consequently we are indirectly the sup- 
porters of slavery. 
A very high duty 


or a prohibition 
of 
slave-grown sugar 


in 
our markets would destroy the re- 


sources of Spain and do much to secure the 
independence of Cuba. Will our republican 
administration and Congress, which have mads 
the negro free and given him equal rights here, 
hesitate to strike this blow at slavery in Cuba? 
There would be no cause of war in that; nor 
would there be in recognizing the Cubans as 
belligerents. A great principle is involved 
both -with regard to slavery and the right of an 
American people to self-government. This 
we regard as the most important foreign ques- 
tion which General Grant and our republican 
Congress will have to deal with, and the Ameri- 
can people will not be satisfied unless it be dis- 
posed of in accordance with justice, humanity 
and public sentiment. Slavery in Cuba must 
be destroyed, as elsewhere in the world, 
and the principle of republican self-govern- 
ment ought to be sustained in this hemisphere. 
In this matter the administration and Congress 
will be held responsible.

The news from Spain relafare to the pro- 


|X>sed new mortgage bank and the introduc- 
tion of tha slavery question in the Cortes, 
Thick we published on Wednesday, together

Nearly seventy 
per cent of the slave sugar production of 
Cuba, to say nothing of tobacco and othor 
productions, come to the United Stateo; 
consequently we are indirectly the sup- 
porters of slavery. 
A very high duty 


or a prohibition 
of 
slave-grown sugar 


in 
our markets would destroy the re- 


sources of Spain and do much to secure the 
independence of Cuba. Will our republican 
administration and Congress, which have mads 
the negro free and given him equal rights here, 
hesitate to strike this blow at slavery in Cuba? 
There would be no cause of war in that; nor 
would there be in recognizing the Cubans as 
belligerents. A great principle is involved 
both -with regard to slavery and the right of an 
American people to self-government. This 
we regard as the most important foreign ques- 
tion which General Grant and our republican 
Congress will have to deal with, and the Ameri- 
can people will not be satisfied unless it be dis- 
posed of in accordance with justice, humanity 
and public sentiment. Slavery in Cuba must 
be destroyed, as elsewhere in the world, 
and the principle of republican self-govern- 
ment ought to be sustained in this hemisphere. 
In this matter the administration and Congress 
will be held responsible.

TESTIMONY OP MKS. O'NBIM..

and immediately the second shot was fired; it was 
all done in a moment; I beard the ball whiz past 
my Head on tne right hand side; after the second 
shot had been fired my husband turned nig race to 
the murderer; I think my Husband advanced a step 
or two; I advanced also and caught hold of his 
right arm. 


THE FATAL SHOT. ' 
As I did so I looked up stairs, and the murderer of 
my husband also advanced and flred tire fatal shot; 
I saw it come; it lodged in bis breast—in the right 
breast; he tflen walked a tew steps and leaned 
against the bannister; be bad come downstairs 
and leaned against the bannisterin the hallwav; he 
turned to.me and grasped himself here (witness put 
her hand to Her right side); he said, "I am shot; 
that ball hit me; King did it; call the doctor;" he 
then walked with me into an adjoining office; Jxe 
sat down on tee chair; for lear that the man 
would escape I rushed out of the office and to the 
crowd which had assembled I said, "Where is that 
man ? nave they arrested him ?" They replied, 


"WHO? WHAT? WHERE?" 
I said, "James C.King: be has shot my husband; 
arrest him; the man with a light overcoat; 
it was all said in a few seconds: I re- 
turned to my husband and found 'be was 
sinking; with the assistance of some kind gen- 
tlemen, he was placed upon the floor, and a coat 
was put under Ms head; be seemed rallying fora 
moment or two, and then one of the gentlemen at 
his side told me "there was no use. that he cotftd 
not live, that he was dying;" 1 remember nothing 
after that for a few moments.

It must ba admiltea, how- 
ever, that it is a light matter with spectators to 
find fault with firemen when thev are vanquished 
bv the Fire King. Success in this as in other en- 
terprises is everything. All things considered, the 
action of the Fire Department was laudable. ' 
Why the Board 01 Public Works do not place the 
engines purchased bv them in position at the Belle- 
ville Heservoir would nothasebeen important ques- 
t-ion two monttis ago. To-day ic is a very serious one. 
The water-supply at the flre fell short of me de- 
mand, or, as one of the firemen expressed it. "We 
pumped the main dry." 
Ite will be fortunate 
lor Jersey Citv wheo the new thirty-six inch pipe 
now being laid by Mr. John B. Halladay & Co. 
across the meadows from the Belleville Reservoir 
has been completed. Jersey City is not now pre- 
pared to meet a great conflagration. 


The danger which awaited t'ue property in the 
neighborhood of the flre may be calculated by tlie 
fact that the lighted sparks flew aronnti the White 
Star wharf where the steamship Adriatic is lying, 
and it was found necessary to nse several lengths 
of hose so as to nrevent the cotton on the wharf 
from taking flre, and to meet any emergencv that 
might-arise from the appearance of fire on any 
part of tae dock. In the Erie depot also a Jar^e 
staff of men under Mr. Francis T. Onderdpnfc were 
Eept on night duty, as the rolling stock was liable 
to catch fire at any moment. All the available lo- 
comotives were employed to convey the cars to a 
safe distance.
